I = DSFIRITION AND SCOPE 


Air evacuation is the transportation by air of personnel fram 
forward areas to the rear, ani from theaters, bases and defense comands 
to the zone of the interior, combined with the air transportation forward 
of medical supplies and equipment. Air Evacuation includes the organised 
evacuation of wounded hy air, using especially adapted medical and air 
orgemizations, ami the unorganized and periodic evacuation of wounded, 
using whatever aircraft are available. Air Evacuation includes the 
Classification of air evacuees, the loaling of the air ambulance or 
other aircraft to be used, the care of evaccees during flight, and the 
unloading of the evacuees at the end of the air evacuation route. ‘The 
rescue of shipwrecked or isclated personnel by means of aircraft is also 
an eir evacuation procedure. 

The primary mission of air evacuation is to improve combat 
efficiency of the armed forces by rapidly relieving unite of their 
non-effectives. Byacuation by air not only accamplishes this most 
rapidly, tut also without interfering with the forward movement of 
troops and supplies. = 

The secondary mission of sir evacuation is to reduce the mumber 
of evacuation and hospitalization unite required for a theater by the 
prompt end rapid removal of convalescent wounded from the theater of 
operations to the sone of the interior, thereby reducing the personnel 
oni supply requirements of militery operations. 
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In accomplishing these missions, air evacuation saves lives, 
decreases the incidence of permanent disability, relieves suffering 
more speedily, and removes the wounded to well established hoepitals 
where adequate professional care, medical facilities and supplies are 
available. 

Il ~- BACKGROD 

The air transportation of the wounded and sick is not a new 
development in the Army Air Forces. As far back as 1919, patients 
were transported to hospitals by air under improvised methods. For 
many yeare the Air Forces and the civilien medical profession have used 
this method of moving their charges. During peacetime many large air 
force stations were equipped with airplanes especially equipped for 
such use. Ae a general rule, the aircraft were comparatively small, 
capable of carrying from two to four persons. They were painted white 
end marked with the Geneva Hed Cross. 

All these operations were on a mall scale. Now, however, 
with the rapid growth of equipment, technime and use, air evacuation 
has become a factor of far-reaching importance in the war. 

For several years prior to the outbreak of the war the 
office of the Air Surgemn, Headquarters, Army Air Forces, Washington; 
D. C., nad been conducting preliminary investigations for the purpose 
of establishing an organization of air ambulance Squairons to be need 
in a similar manner to ground autulance companies. 

The need for such an organization became great upon the 
United States entry into the war and conferences were held in Washington 
and elsewhere relative to the formation of special units trained solely 
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for air evacuation and cepsble of carrying out large ecale operations. 
Qne of the leading figures in the formation of an immediate and work- 
able plan wes Colones] Wood S. Woolford, who worked in close colleboration 
with the Air Surgeon, Brig. General Devid N. W. Grant. 

Becanse of the tectical function of the Troop Carrier Comani, 
whoee mission it is to fly men and equiyment into the combat areas, it 
was decided tc incorporate the evacuation of casualties into the duties 
of the command. One of the determining fectors in this decision was Se 
inadequacy of the supply of airplanes. It was impossible to utilize a 
large group of sircraft exclusively for airplane ambulance work in view 
of the military neede for every available plane. Ancther was the 
comperative ease with which the cargo-type airplenes used by the Troop 
Carrier Command could be converted quickly into an air embulance capable 
of healing up to 40 casualties from the front to base hospitals in the 
rear. Also, by utilizing the Troop Carrier Command, airplanes could be 
conserved and there would be no additional expense or use of critical 
materials. . 

Colonel Woolford called for the formation of an air evacuation 


group which was to be divided into four squadrons. At a conference on 


30 June 1942 General Grant ani members of the Surgeon General's Office 
this plan was adopted. However, in drawing up the orgenization the plan 
was changed somewhat in that the orgsnizetionel outline provided for 
three "Heavy" squadrons and one “ight” squairon. ‘the “Heavy” squadrons 
were to utilize the cargo-type airplenee eni the "Light" were to be 


equipped with their ow mall aircraft capable of carrying at the most 
three persons. Becatse of the shortage of light airplene ambulances

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(the navy was getting delivery of all produced), the Light Squadron ides 
wee abandoned. One such outfit, the 62nd Medical Squadron, Light, was 
activated on 11 November 1942, at the sume time ac the 620th ani 62lst 
Air Bvacuation Squairons, Heavy. The two heavy equairons were redesignated 
on 10 Decender 1942 ac the SOlst and S02nd. tthe light squairon was dis- 
banded on 3) Jamary 1943. G it happened that Colonel woolfoni's plan 
in its entirety was used in the actual operations. 

The nucleus for the Air Byvarnation program wes supplied hy 
the 38th Medical Air Anbulance Squadron — little more then a paper 
genitation —- which was stationed at Fort Benning, Georgie, where it 
was activated 25 May 1942. The cadre arrived at Bowman Field, Kentucky, 
the base selected for the training progran, on 2 September 1942. ‘the 
squairon then consisted of two officers end 138 enlisted men. Upon 
erTivel, the squadron was atisched to the base hospital until, three 
Gaye later, it was redesignated as the 507th Air Evacuation Squadron, 
Operating then as an independent unit until the 349th Air Evacuation Group 
was activated 7 October 1942. . 

The first Commanding Officer was Kajor Scott Hh. Smith, x.C. 
He was replaced on 1 Decenber 1942 by Lt. Colonel R. 7. Stevenson, H.C. 
who holds that pest now. 


Ill ={ ORGANIZATION 


It was originally planned te activate, train end seni overseas 
unite as groups composed of four squsdrone, but the urgent demand for 
trained personnel to carry on air evacuation work in the coubat areas 
mede it necessary to csbandon this plan amd it was decided to send out 
each squadron ae an individual unit a8 soon af it wes ready — and 
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sometines even before the full training period had been completed as 
was the case with the 02nd which went to the North Africen Theater. 

The organization of the training program at Bowne Field 
was set up along afministrative li for ASF schools, even though the 
340th was technically considered a tactical unit. For this reason 
there were minor deviations from the conventional organizational lines 
for schools.

Y ~ MORSE PROCUREMENT AND QUALIFICATIONS 
i Because of the nature of their work, with the element of risk 
always present, a decision was reached to place the recruiting of flight 
nurses solely on a volunteer basis, and it has remained so. 
During the early days nearly half of the students were fresh 


from civilian life — former airline stewardesses or civilian hospital 


murees. The urgency of the program accounted for this fact. However, 


during the months that followed the percentage dropped far down, until 
in July it was only ten per cent. The great majority of trainees are 
now obtained from the ranke of regular ermy murcss, who apparently are 
®ager to join this new section, since a waiting list of 500 was on heni 
in July. 

r 4 memorandun outlining qualifications for flight nurses was 
Circulated in December, 1942. 

In order to qualify for training in the School of Air 
Evacuation a nurse mst be between the ages of 21 to 3%, inclusive. She 
must weigh between 105 and 135 pounds. She must be able to past the 
physical examination for flying, ¥.D. A. G. 0. Form Ho. 64. She mst 
aleo submit a certificate to the effect that she is Willing to be placed 
under orders requiring regular and frequent aerial flizhta. Plying ex- 
perience is desirable but not requisite. 
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The rapid ascent and descent of airplanes and the lessened 


oxygen content of the air at high altitudes present several probleas 
which must either be met on the éround (through Classification, e.g., 
ordering a certain type of patient transferred to rear hospitals by 
@Found rather than air means) or in the air by quick and croper treat- 
ment. 


4 School of Air Byecnation manial has this to say: 


“Contra-indications to evacuation by air —- For physiological 
reasons, presence of the following conditions may contra-iniicate 
evacuation by sir: shock; recent major operative procedure, especially 
abdominal; head injuries; severe anemia due tc hemorrhage; cases of, 
or Complicated by pneumonia; and cases Complicated by restricted bresth- 
ing capacity as a result of hemothorax, pheumonthorax, pulmonary 
hemorrhage, or marked elevation of the Giaphrage due to severe intra~ 
abdominal pressure, gaseous or otherwise. ‘The actual existence of a 
Contra-indication will depend upon the circumstances, bearing in mind 
the facilities available for treatment, means availsble for evacuation, 
the logistical problem, and the military situation, all of which mst be 
professionally considered although evacuation is rarely desirable, it is 
usually mandatory; air evacuation, becamse of the rapidity and comfort, 
plus oxygen facilities, is generally the method of choice." 

Actual operations on the fighting fronts have disclosed thet 


practically any kind of patient can be transported by air, hol®¥®?, 
since Troop Carrier planes umally fly at a low altitude and ascente and 
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descents are not normally rapid. ‘The dangers inherent in air transpor- 
tation for some kinds of casen are overshadowed by the fact that the 
patients can be taken to well-staffed and equipped hospitals in a 
cinimus time. 

Qne of the major problems met in sir evacuation wat that of 
cold, which can have an extremely deleterious effect on a wounded or 
sick patient. This problem wae overcane by the development of = new 
type of heater which ie now installed on all C-li7e before they leave 
the factory. 

Oxygen equirment and blood plage are carried at all times, 
ready for rapid use. It is SOP to administer Dlasma to a patient that 
develops shock after he is in the air in addition to the noTmal shock 
treatment procedures. As a cenersl rule, shock victins are not evacuated 
until the condition has been relieved. 

VII — OV2RSE4S OPERATIONS 
> As of the end of June, 1943, approximately 16,000 wounded 
had been evacuated by air from the combat zones in the South Pacific; 
18,000 in Korth Africa, and 5000 from all the other war fronte. 

While Air Evacuation units can be assigned to the Air Trens- 
port Command for the transportation of wounded from a theater to the 
zone of the interior, the vast bulk of the work is carried on with the 
Troop Carrier Command within the combat areas. 

Hormally an Air Bvacvation equadron is ascigned to a station 
hospital until they are called into action for flights. Since, during 
the course of the Cempeigne, there are olways casualties to be removed 


from the forward areas, the periods of assignment to stations hospitals 
is usually short, except in the case of a lull between campaigns. 
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Priorities for Castalties awaiting evactation is the re. 
Sponsibility of the flight surgeon, but in the event of his absence 
& Flight Nurse makes the determination, The following is the oriority 
gride for sugvesteg use: 

1. Bwergency cases for whom essential medical treatment is 
not available locally. 

Casualties for whom 

3. Casualties for shan clonged hospitalization and rehabili- 
tation are indicated. 

Patients suffering from certain diseases which Can be im 
roved only by trestment other than that available locally.

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HISTORY OF THE SCHOOL OF AIR EVAQUATICH 


The air transportation of sick end injured persons has been used by 
the Arny Air Forces ani the civilian medical profession for many years. 
In fact, prior to the present war, many of our large sir force stations were 
equipped with airplane embulances which had been especially designed and 
equipped for this parpose. ‘These ambulances were used mostly to transport 
one to three or four patients ani were usually painted white and marked 
with a Geneva Red Cross. However, with the advent of the present war, it 
was determine’ that the supply of airplanes was inadequate to utilize them 
exclusively for airplane ambulance work, in view of the military needs for 
every available aircraft. The Air Surgeon, Headquarters, Army Air Forces, 
Washington, D. G., hai for several years been working on plens to organize 
airplane ambulance squadrons which were to be used in a similar manner to 
ground subulance companies for the evacuation of sick ani wounded personnel. 
With the organization of the Air Transport Coumand, later know as tne Troop 
Carrier Comand, equipved with the 0-17 type of airplane, it was feasible, 
because of the tactical function of the Troop Carrier Command to incorporate 
the evecuation of casualties in with the primary mission of the Troop Carrier 
Command . Airplanes going forward losded with personnel or materiel could be 
converted into autulances for the return trip. In thie wy, airplanes could 
be conserved and the airplane evacuation of casualties could be made a reality 
without any efdditional expense or use of critical materials. The plan was 
crystallized and put into effect by Colonel Woolford, the first Surgeon of 
the Air Transport Command. Conferences were held in the Air Surgeon's Office.

Ristory of the School of Air Evacuation 


Colonel Woolford finally came out with a plan to fom an Air Bracuation 
Group, which was to be divided into squatrons, including three (3) squadrons 
heavy, and one (1) squairon lignt. The heavy squairans were the ones which 
would utilise the cargo type of airplanes ani the light squairone wuld be 
eanipped with their om airplanes and would be of the exd tyve, or at the 
most, be able to carry two to three patients. The light squadrons were to 
be equipped with their oun airplanes. 

Accordingly, the 349th Air Evscuation Group was constituted and acti- 
vated at Bownan Field, Kentucky, using the 38tn Airplane Ambulance Coupany, 
which was little more than a paper organisation as a cadre. Thies Airplane 
fmbolance Company had been originally organized by che Ground Forces at 
Port Benning, Georgia two months previously, but did not have any personnel 
except a few enlisted men ani one officer. When it was decided that the 
responsibility for air evacuation should rest with the Commanding General 
of the Army Air Forces, the War Department ordered the 38th to the sray 
Air Forces, The Air Surgeon then selected = mmber of flight surgeons who 
were also pilote, for assigment to the 3:9th Air Bvacustion Group, which 
wae to act as a school in training air evacuation squairons. The original 
plan called for activation of many groups, bat becanse of the demand for 
™eirons in the Theater, it was decided to seni then ont os individual 
squadrons. 

The Light Squadron, the 622nd, was activated along with the ith 
Air Bracuation Group, but becanse of the shortage of airplanes, especially 
‘ne Light airplane subulances, of which tne Navy war getting camslete de- 
livery, it was decided to disbani the equairon for an indefinite tine.

Accordingly, the War Department disbanded the $22nd (Lt) airplane 
ambulance. 

4 interesting feature of air evacuation activities was the decision 
to employ female nurses in the squairons. It was realized that scilled 
medical help was necessary to properly care for the wounded ani sick while 
in flight. With a large mmber of airline stewardesses and other nurses 
interested in flying available, it was decided that such personnel would 
be incorporated into the air evacvation squadrons, so that experienced 
nursing attention could be given to the wounded while in flight. Twenty- 
five (25) murses were assigned to each equadron. 

Inasmuch as the igth Air Bvacuation Group was a tactical unit, it 
was very difficult %o secure necessary training aids. 4s a result, the 
Air Surgeon arranged to have the School of Air Byacnation organized ami 
the 39th Air Byacuation Group dissolved, The change was one of ad- 
ministration only, in that a Frecognized Army School has certain preroga- 
tives, funds, teaching facilities, ete., available.

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HISTORICAL REPORT 
FOR THE MONTH OF JANUARY, 194) 
BOWMAN FIELD ARMY AIR BASE, LOUISVILLE, KENTUCKY 
PERSONNEL CHANGES 

The beginning of the new year brought about many changes in 
key personnel of the 27th Base Headquarters and air Base Squadron, 
Glider Crew Training Center, and School of air rvacuation. 

In the absence of Colonel Geo. P. Johnson, who is on sick 
leave, Lt Col Douglas T. Goodale assumed command of the Base. col 
Johnson is expected to return on the 7th rebruary. 

Major James G. young, head of the Base Legal Section, was 
transferred to the Base Legal Section at Stout Field. captain 
Deen Rice has been named head of this section to succeed Major 
Young. 

on January 2 Captain Wilbur L. Shull, Intelligence officer for 
the Glider Crew Training center, was transferred to a-2 of the First 
Troop carrier Command, Stout Field, Indianapolis, Indiana. 2nd Lt 
john N. Singletary, the ass't S-2, was appointed the Mmtelligence 
officer. 

Shortly thereafter, it was announced that Lt col Ellsworth 
P. Curry, Commanding officer of the Glider crew Training center, 
would be transferred to Camp Mackall, north carolina, on 8 Jenuery, 
to assume command of the 38th T. C. Sq, which is the nucleus of the 
edvanced Glider School of the Troop Carrier command. Col curry 
took Captain (now Major) Jay Bayne, the Executive maaclesc! andiist 
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Lt (now Captein) John C. Grant, Fersonnel cfficer, with him to assume 
the same duties in his new command. 

Captain George Ww. Mcconnell, former adjutant, succeeded in the 
Executive office, while lst Lt Richard Jones was named 5-1. Captain 
Richerd J. murphy is now the adjutant of the unit. 

Major John H. Kinkade acted as commanding officer of the 
Glider Crew Training center until designation of colonel Tracy K. 
Dorsett, who assumed command on the 25 january. col Dorsett, formerly 
commanding officer of the 61st T.0.Wing, reported on detached service 
from Hq, ITCC. 

The School of Air Evacuation now has ea new Commandant, Lt col 
John R. McGraw, who succeeded Col Ralph T. Stevenson. Colonel 


Stevenson, now sir Surgeon for the ITCC, came to Bowman Field one 


year ago, end started the School of sir Evacuetion, end with the 


eid of a smell staff of officers, made the S.~.E. one of the most 
important branches of the AAF. 

Nuring the month of January, four new enlisted wacs from Ft 
Oglethorpe reported for duty to Bowman Field, and the first wacs 
from the Rowman Field Detachment departed for overseas duty. 

Flight "c" 805th med. air Evac. Tr. Squadron, in command of 
captain James E. Higgins, with six nurses and eight enlisted personnel, 
departed this stetion on permanent transfer for assignment to overseas 
duty, per peragraph 10, special orders no. 17, AAF School of air 
Evacuation, Bowman Field, Kentucky. 
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on 27 January 19, the Sljth med. air Evacuation tr. Squedron, 


under command of Major Glenn £. Kahler, with four other medical 
officers, one medical edministrative officer, twenty-five nurses 
and sixty-one enlisted personnel, departed for foreign duty. 
The 821 and 822 wed. sir Evacuation Tr. Squadrons were 
activated at this base on 19 January 19), with Major Robert E. 
Odom and Captain Edwin B. Davis, Jr., in command, respectively. 


ADMINISTRATION 

Seon arter the assumption of command of Glider Crew Training 
center, Col Dorsett was confronted with the problem of the disposition 
of officers who had been relieved from flying duties. fhe majority 
of these are Plight officers who have qualified as Glider Pilots, 
but have never been trained for other duties. Since these Plight 
officers have no status as administrative officers some disposition 
of them must be made. Col Dorsett appointed an informal board to 
make recommendet ions concerning each grounded officer, with the 
thought of transferring those who had no special abilities to 
civilian status, and the remainder to other jobs in the Troop 
Carrier Commend. This situation has always presented a problen, 
in that grounded officers are given desk jobs, thus encouraging 
others to ground themselves voluntarily. 

TRAINING ACTIVITIES 

Aviation students on detached service from the Plying Training 
Command reported in for combat training in increasing numbers. 
These future glider pilots receive their combat training before the 
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actual beginning of their flying training. During the month, two 
hundred sixty-five enlisted students arrived for the sixty dey course, 
while one hundred forty-three completed their training and were sent 
to the Flying Training Command. 

In addition, one hundred sighty-nine student officers reported 
for training in Jenuary, with two hundred elghty-two being sent to 
Maxton, North Carolina, for advanced Glider training. Total officers 
in training were approximately eight hundred fifty, with four hundred 
forty-seven aviation students. Total strength of orgenization -- 
one thousand sixty-four officers, and one thousand three hundred 
eighty-six enlisted men, 

The combat training course for the officers and enlisted 
stucents is identical. This department achieved an all time high 
in training, having given a total of one hundred eighty thousand 
man hours of training, each man receiving one hundred 6ighty hours 
of instruction. _The course consists of approximately sixty percent 
weapons training, twenty percent tactics, and twenty percent general 
subjects. As ea part of this training, the S-2 section gave ninety- 
four one hour lectures in the War Room pertaining to intelligence 
and current news on the war fronts. The combat training seems to 
be well teken by the personnel as e vitel and necessary part of 
their training as glider pilots. 

The flying training section was able to accomplish ea total 
of fifteen thousand, two hundred sixty-six flying hours during the 
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month in the face of most unfavorable weather. This training is 
given to the officers only, using for their opérations Bowman Field 
and three auxillery fields. six thousand, eighty-two hours of this 
training were accomplished at night. This training was achieved 
through the use of about four hundred liason type aircraft, en 
average of three hundred twenty being on operational status. 

During this period, thirty-eight plenes were involved in 
accidents, only one of which was serious, end resulted in the deaths 
of 2nd Lt Joseph s.

The first problem which confromted Col Dorsett was the disposition of 
officers who had been relieved from flying duties. The mejority are 
Flight Officers who had qualified as Glider Pilots and had no training for 
other duties. Since these Flight Officers have no status as administrative 
officers some disposition of them must be made. The Commanding Officer 
appointed an informal board to make recommendations as to each grounded 
officer with the thought of transferring those who had no special ability 
to civiiian status ana the remainder to other jobs in the Troop Carrier | 
Command. This situation has always presented a problem in that grounded | 
officers are given desk jobs, thus encouraging others to ground themselves 
voluntarily. 

Aviation Students on detached service from the Flying Training Command 
reported in for combat training in increasing mmbers. These future 
Glider Pilots receive tneir combat training before the actual beginning of 
their flying training. During the month 265 of these enlisted students 


arrived for the sixty (60) day course, while one hundred forty-three can- 


pleted their training and were sent to the Flying Training Command, 


In addition, 189 stucent officers reported for training in January 
with 282 being sent to Maxton, North Cerolina, for advanced glider training. 
Total officers in training were approximately 850 with 447 aviation students. 
Total strength of organization, 1064 officers and 1386 enlisted men. 

The combat training course tor the officers and enlisted students is 
identical. This department achieved an ail time high in training, having 
given a total of 180,000 man hours of training, each man receiving 180 
hours of instruction. The course consists of approximately 60% weapons

The Flying Training Section was avle to accomylish a total of 15,266 


flying hours during the month in the face of most unfevorabie weather. This

The month of March 1944 saw 4 considerable reduction in the personnel 
of the Glider Crew Treining Center as well es changes in the location of key 
personnel and sections.

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INTERVIEW WITH ERNEST E. SMITH 


CAPTAIN, CHAPLAIN'S CORPS 


I have been on Bowman Field since April of 1943, coming directly 
here from Harvard University where I took the Chaplain's Course. While 
I agree that morale on this base, generally speaking, is high, if you had 
interviewed me jabout two months ago, I'm afraid that the picture would have 
been less rosy, 
I refer to what I believe is the greatest morale problem facing the 
armed forces tdday, the men who have returned from overseas and who have 


not been placed in positions comparable to their proven abilities. We 


had a first hand picture of thén when the pool was created here for the 


housing and processing of men sent to this field for eventual assignment 
to tactical units. Many of these men had spent long months overseas in 
combat units. [Meany of these men had spent long months overseas in combat 
zones. Of these returnees many were put into the Combat Cargo Squadrons 
and the Airdrome Squadrons to be shipped back overseas. While this may 
have been the desire of some of the men, to others it seemed an imposition. 
The reaction of some of these men amounted to an almost un-American atti- 
tude. To me, the danger involved in such cases lies more in the effect it 
has on the associates of these men in their outfits. It is natural for 
them to talk and to gripe. Their campaim ribbons and possible Purple 
Hearts lend authenticity to their talk. Its potential effect is to destroy 


unit morale. 


e) 
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I feel that a great deal more care should be given to the placement 


of these returnees. There is no question but what the things they have 


learned at first hand while serving overseas are of great value to the 
men who will eventually go overseas. I believe this knowledge should be 
given a free chance for expression, 

I would like to cite an example of what to m was a case of fostering 
a good morale. A certain Staff Sergeant returnees who had been assigned to 
one of the tactical groups on the base received word that his wife was 
sbout to give birth to a baby and was quite ill, He appealed to me and 
after verifying the conditions, I contacted his commanding officer and 
put the situatiom before him. Even though his unit was Preparing to ship 
shortly, he agreed thet in this case something a little out of the ordi- 
nary should be done. The following morning thet soldier was on his way 
to his hom, by Plane. He returned in time to join his wmit Movement, much 
relieved in mind and with the feeling that the army was still interested 
in him as an individual, Through the insight of this man's Commanding 
officer, a delicate situation had been handled with tact and a fer reaching 
effect, since in a small uit such as this one, what happens to one member 
is a matter of concern and discussion with all members, 

I believe another mistake we have made on this base in the handling of 
returnees, is in requiring these men to take courses in such things as 
malaria control and Personal adjustment. No one would argue the bensfits 
of a thorough knowledge of the control of malaria. However, it seems al- 


most insulting to require men just returned from areas where the control 


{) 
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of malaria was an everyday working job, and who had worked at it so suc- 
cessfully that none of them had contracted the disease, to take elementary 
courses in a subject they were so well versed in. It hardly seems neces- 
sary to comment upon giving these returnees lectures in personal adjustment 
to the army. 

During the period through which the pool was operating, many of these 
men visited me and I can honestly say that not one of them wanted more than 
fair play. Wot one of them demanded ane special consideration simply be- 
cause he had been overseas. These men wanted only a job commensurate with 
their abilities. 

Naturally much of the apparent fault in the handling of cases of re- 


turness is due to the fact that the very size of the army mekes it an w- 


wetldy body end the individual man is sometimes swallowed in an attempt to 


do what is best for the majority. However, I feel that these returnees 
who have become soured in their attitude toward the ermy can do a great 
deal of damage to the morale of the army by Spreading discontentment. 
More care in the placement of these men would go far to remedy this 
situation. 

I am in favor of giving the soldier all the freedom possible. It 
is my opinion that by trusting the soldier we develop the character of the 
soldier. I do not believe that a policy of restricting men to the base 
for all but two nights a week, as was done with one unit on the base, is 
a good policy. The benefits derived from the policy in speeding up the 
training program are more than offset by the discontent which it fosters. 
I have noticed that the closer we approach victory, the more restless the 


men became. 
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I believe that two of the greatest morale builders on the base have 
been the 567th Army Air Force Band, and the Convalescent Training Program. 
Our band is one of the hardest working units on the base, which is an in- 
dication of their excellence. Its “swing wits" Pley for most of the base 
dances and are justly popular. Good music, be you swing fan or Sousa fan, 
has a morale lifting quality hard to beat, and our band is one of the best. 

The Convalescent Treining Program, besides its obvious benefits in 
returning the men to their jobs more rapidly and in better condition, is 
based on a sound educational principle of pupil Participation and the proj- 
ect method of education which takes it from the realm of theory and makes 
it very Practical. It has awekened latent abilities in many of the men 
and the pride and Pleasure show when they suddenly find that they are 
able to do Somsthing of which they had never thought themselves Capable, 
hes been a creat factor in raising the morale of the patients in the

Like the late Sun Yat- 
sen, the founder of modern China, who referred to 
conditions as a "sheet of loose Sand", Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek is of the opinion that: "ihether in 
wartime or postwar period, individual liberty that is 
like a sheet of loose sand cannot exist." 
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REPUBLICANIS® AND DEMOCRACY IN CHINA. 


China is Cur Ally in the Far East. Since 1912 China has been 
& republic, We americans have been told many things about China's heroic 
struggle for human freedom. But when you go to China you will notice cer- 
tain things that may startle or even appall you; things that don't seem 
to fit into the usual pattern of what we think of as a republic. A one- 
party form of government, for example, controlled by the Kuomintang 
(National People's Party); a president but no popular elections; and 
governmental control over the press and other institutions that are run as 
private enterprises in our own country. In other words we find in China 
that the terms "republic" and "democracy" do not always necessarily mean 
the same thing. Though China, by a@bolishing the monarchy, has become a 
republic, she hasn't yet fully worked out all the democratic processes 
that we think should go with a republican form of government. 


we have no right to adopt a "holier than thou" attitude toward 
China just because of this. For in China, just as in any other country, 
the present is a product of the past. But in China the evolution from the 
past to the present has been made exceptionally difficult and complex, 
because the past is a continuous history of more than three thousand years, 
whose influence over the minds of the people couldn't be changed overnight 
merely by forcing the emperor off his throne and proclaiming a republican 
form of government. The monarchy could be abolished, but many of the 
institutions and ways of thinking connected with the monarchy could only 
gradually be changed into the institutions and ways of thinking that we as- 
Sociate with democracy. Thus, China today represents simply one inevitable 
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stage in the many stages that have made up her historical evolution. But 
though ineyitable, this doesn't mean it is a permanent stages] China has 
already changed immeasurably in the thirty odd years since the establish- 
ment of the republic in 1912. She will change even more greatly and more 
rapidly in the post-war world, when contacts between her and the rest of 
the world, including ourselves, will be closer than ever before. 


II. THE OLD CHINA. 


What has been said above makes it evident that we cannot hope 
to understand modern China if we do not have some knowledge of what China 
was like in the past. How was she governed in the days before 19127 At 
the top was the emperor, In theory he held absolute power; but in practice 
this power was limited in a number of important ways. One of these limita- 
tions was the doctrine known as the Right of Revolution. According to this, 
the primary duty of the ruler was to rule for the benefit of his people 
rather than for himself, Heaven would lend him its support as long as he 
ruled well, but withdraw it if he ruled badly. The people had the right 
to overthrow him and put a better man in his place, In the words of an 
ancient Chinese book written more than two thousand years ago, "Heaven hears 
as the people hear; Heaven sees as the people see." This theory has been 
used by Chinese many times in history to justify the replacement of one 
ruling family with another, 


Under the emperor, the people who really governed the country 
formed a special class of men known as mandarins. They were very different 
in social origin from the men who have held political power in most western 
countries. In the West, before the coming of democracy within the last 
hundred and fifty years, almost all countries were governed either by a 
hereditary nobility, by a wealthy landowning or merchant class, by a church 
group, or by a combination of all three. But in China it was believed that 
office in the government should not be made dependent upon the were accident 
of wealth or birth. It should be open to anyone who through his education 
and intellectual attainuents proved his worthiness for such position. This 
was brought about through the famous civil service examinations. Bvery year 
or so a series of examinations sponsored by the government was held in all 
parts of China. Practically anyone was free to take these exams, and those 
who passed were given positions in the government and became mandarins. 


Still another unique feature in Chinese government was the censor- 
ate. This had nothing to do with what we think of when we speak of censor- 
ship, because it was intended to operate, not as a control by the government 
upon the people, but rather the other way around, The censorzte was a 
governmental body which included many of the highest officials as ex officio 
members, Their duty was to keep a watch on political matters, and to raise 
a protest or conduct an investigation whenever they saw evidence of corrup- 
tion or something else that was wrong. They even had the right to criticize 
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the formal government system was not nearly so all-embracing as a lot of 
people suppose. In local affairs, it tried to interfere as little as possible, 
and it allowed a considerable degree of self-government. Affairs in the 
villages, for example, where most Chinese live, were commonly handled by 

an informal group of men selected by common consent by the villagers them- 
selves. These men stood outside the formal system of administration, but 
represented the interests of their community in any dealings it might have 
with the governnent., In the larger cities, too, merchants and manual workers 
were organized into self-governing guilds, which likewise operated to pro- 
mote the interests of their members. 


Affairs in China were largely handled through informal personal 
contact, rather than through formal political means; on the basis of custom 
and locui public opinion, rather than on hard and fixed law. Far oftener 
than with us, for example, disputes between individuals were settled by 
personal arbitration. Only after such arbitration had definitely failed, 
would the persons concerned appeal to the governmental law courts. 


Another democratic feature in Chinese life was the respect it 
showed for the individual, This respect was based upon the individual's 
own feeling of respect for himself, Fundamentally, it was connected with 
the individual's feeling of pride in his om work: the feeling that his 
work, no matter how humble, is necessary to the general scheme of things; 
and that he is performing it to the very best of his ability. We Americans 
sometimes tend to take a somewhat superior air toward the coolies who do 50 
much of the back-breaking labor in Chine. Sometimes a few of us even go 50 
far as to refer to them as mere “beasts of burden." But if we could look 
into the minds of the coolies themselves we would find a very different 
point of view. The Chinese coolie who pulls you in his ricksha through the 
streets of a Chinese city, for example, has just as much self-respect as 4 
New York taxi driver. This is because he knows very well that he is doing 
a necessery task, and that he is doing it well. The difference between him 
and the taxi man is that the latter happens to be living in a machine civili- 
zation; the coolie does not. 


The Chinese coolie regards himself as having certain rights, ac- 
cording to the traditional Chinese system, and he will resent anyone who 
fails to recognize these rights. Furthermore, in spite of the grim struggle 
for existence, you will notice when you are in China that Chinese always use 
a certain moderation in dealing with each other. They recognize that you 
must not "break another man's rice bowl," in other words, destroy his means 
of livelihood. 


These features of social democracy in the old China were the pro- 
ducts of a long civilization. They are still strong in China today. And 
they make excellent foundations for any kind of political democracy that the 
Chinese may decide to make. 
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¥. THE NEW CHINA. 


When Sun Yat-sen and the other Chinese revolutionaries overthrew 
the monarchy and set up 4 republic in 1912, they found it comparatively 
easy to create the forms of a republican type of government, but much more 
difficult to instill the actual spirit. One of the greatest obstacles they 
had to overcome was the old Confucian paternalistic attitude toward govern~ 
ment: the idea thet government is a highly abstruse type of occupation 
that is better left in the hands of a small specialized group of men; that 
the mass of the people are not sufficiently educated to understand govern- 

it their concern; and that 4 government for the

one operating for the officials who manage it, 
themselves). 


But there were many other obstacles. Among the things necessary 
to make democracy really work in China, were: (1) creation of modern 
industries and communications in a country where almost everything was made 
by hand in small family establishments, and where roads passable by anything 
save springless two-wheel carts were almost non-existent; (2) provision of 
educational facilities for a people, more than eighty percent of whom were 
illiterate; (3) institution of economic reforms that would raise the ter- 
ribly low living and health standards of the people. The revolutionaries 
under Sun Yat-sen hed to do all this ina country with a population somewhere 
between one fourth and one fifth of the entire world, where for thousands 
of years people had been used to a completely different way of doing things. 
This may account for much of the dirt and poverty that is to be seen in 
China.

Another serious cause of Chinese backwardness was Japanese policy. 
Japan had long looked upon China as a special "sphere of influence." After 
1912, she became increasingly alarmed by China's growing unity and moderniza- 
tions More and more, therefore, she sent money and agents to China to support 
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the elements of reaction (chiefly the Chinese warlords) against those of 
progress. Those Chinese who wanted disunity to continue for their own 
selfish purposes were encouraged against those who wanted to create a 
unified democracy. In 1931 Japan seized Manchuria, an area about the size 
of France and one of the richest and most progressive parts of China. 

And because the rest of the world did not choose to interfere, Japan was 
emboldened to go still further, and so in 1937 started the present war. 


Is it surprising then that China has not made faster progress 
toward representative government as we understand it? ihet is everlastingly 
to her credit is that, when the crisis came in 1937, her people unhesitatingly 
decided to resist Japanese aggression, rather than give in. They have 
continued to resist despite overwhelming odis for seven years, refusing 
several tempting offers from Japan of a compromise peace. How many other 
countries would have done the same? 


VI. ONE-PARTY RULE IN CHINA. 


One of the things in present day China that seems to Americans 
leest democratic is the control of the governuent by a single party known 
as the Kuomintang (National People's Party). This is the result of his- 
torical circumstances, for it was the Kuomintang that, under Sun Yat~sen's 
leadership, overthrew the monarchy in 1912. In China the men who created 
the revolution were a comparatively small group of ardent revolutionaries. 
They had to struggle against reactionary forces of all kinds. Thus the 
Kuomintang tends to look upon itself as a very Special and select group, 
better qualified than others to lead China in her new path. 


The Chinese sre cuite realistic and sensible in things of this 
kind. Sun Yat-sen and his followers realized thet the introduction of 
representative government in China could only be done very slowly. Therefore 
they regarded the revolution as a gradual and continuing process that would 
include three different stages: The first, that of military operations, 
came to an end in 1929, after the Kuomintang armies, led by Chiang Kai-shek, 
had reunified China after the disorders that had followed the overthrow of 
the empire. The second stage that followed, that of politicel tutelage, was 
@ period when China was being prepared, under the leadership of the Kuomintang, 
for full democratic government. In 1937 it was to have been followed by 
the third phase, that of full constitutional government, when the Kuomintang 
would give up its one-party rule and hand the government over to the entire 
Chinese people. But, unfortunately, the outbreak of the Sino-Japanese War 
in the same year made this last step impossible. Thus China still remains 
in the stage of political tutelage, and is still under the government of the 
Kuomintang. . 


During the last hundred yeers China has been politically weak-—-so 
weak that it has sometimes been referred to as "a-loose sheet of sand." 
During the last twenty years the Kuomintang has done very much to change

this situation, but in the process it has inevitably been led to the use of 
forceful and sometimes even repressive measures, Since 1937, too, its 
centralized control has been considerably increased. But before condemning 
this fact too strongly, we should remember that the same thing has happened 
in all countries, including our om, during this wer. Whether China can 
make a smooth transition to constitutionalism at the end of the war, or 
whether reactionary forces win out for a time, is a question of vital in- 
portance. american sympathy and cooperation may prove to be a very great 
aid in the right direction. Blind condemnation and refusal to recognize 
constructive forces in China are almost sure to have the opposite effect. 


VII. THE KUOMINTANG AND THE CHINESE colmmuisTs. 


One of the most serious bars against the realization of full 
representative government in China is the continuing tension between the 
Kuomintang and the Chinese Communists. When we speak of the Chinese 
Communists, we should remember that they stand for something very different 
from what we ordinarily intend when we ise the word Communist. In the first 
place, unlike Commnists of the orthodox type, they believe in the rights 
of private property and private enterpri.e. Their chief interest is to im- 
prove the economic position of China's farmers, many of whom own but little 
land themselves, and rent their land in part or in whole from wealthy land- 
lords. In the second place, the Chinese Communists are not, like those in 
Americ® merely a small miniority party. With the sole exception of the 
Kuomintang itself, they are easily China's most important single political 
group. They exercise almost independent control over many parts of North 
China, where they have been responsible for much of the continuing guerrilla 
activities against the Japanese. 3 


The present situation between the Kuomintang and the Chinese Com- 
munists has a long and complex history behind it. The Communist Party got 
its real start in Chine when certain Russian advisers were sent by Russia 
to China in the early 1920's to help the Kuomintang in its work of uniting 
the country. In 1927, shortly before this unification was completed, a 
split developed between the two groups, and in the years following, this 
split led to serious civil war, in the course of which the Kuomintang armies 
finally drove the Communists into the northwest part of China. But late in 
1936, when the threat from Japan was growing, the feeling became general that 
this costly internal conflict must end. "Chinese must no longer fight Chinese?" 
was the cry. This resulted in the creation of a united Kuomintang-Communist 
front against Japanese aggression. 


During the first years of the war this united front operated very 
well. But as the years passed by, and China became almost completely iso- 
lated from the outside world, with resulting inflation and economic suffering 
of incredible proportions, the old tensions and mutual suspicions reappeared. 
Each side began making accusations against the other. The Communists accused 
the Kuomintang of failing to send them necessary military supplies and 
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withholding the cooperation needed for the common struggle against Japan. 
The Kuomintang, on the other hand, accused the Communists of failing to 
obey the orders of the Central (Kuomintang) government, and of wanting to 
set up an independent state for themselves in the Northwest. More than 
once during the past two years the people have been afraid that civil war 
between the two sides might break out again. 


The situation is so complex and has such an involved history, that 
it is very difficult for any outsider to say definitely who is right and 
who is wrong. Probably some degree of right and wrong attaches to both 
sides. The Commmnists say that they are trying to carry out certain economic 
and political reforms that the Kuomintang has up till now been unable or 
unwilling to make. Some American and other observers who have visited the 
Communists agree that their program is a moderate one, very different from 
Communism of a thoroughgoing type, and that the things they have been doing 
in their areas are quite in accord with what we think of as a liberal 
democracy. 


On the other hand, the Kuomintang argues that it is the legitimate 
government of China, enjoying the support of the majority of the Chinese 
people; that it has worked for years to destroy warlordism and to unify the 
country; and that it cannot allow this unity to be lost by giving equal 
Tights to a group which maintains an army, collects taxes, and carries out 
ther political activities much as if it were an autonomous government. 
Americans can appreciate this argument, because we ourselves once fought 4 
civil war over the question of whether or not certain states should be 
allowed to secede from the Union. 


VIII. EVIDENCES OF CHINESE DE-OCRACY TODAY. 


In spite of all that can be criticized in China today——much of 
it inevitable in any country thdt has been at war for seven years-—-some 
things may be found that are definitely encouraging. 


(1) Despite enormous difficulties, the amount of change and moderni- 
zation thet has taken place in China in the last twenty years is tremendous. 
This is particularly true in the field of foreign relations. Extraterritoriality 
and almost all the other special privileges connected with the old “unequal 
treaties" have been liquidated and will never return. The defest of Japan 
should free China from the last traces of foreign imperialism. Internally, 
likewise, progress has been impressive, if we do not make the mistake of 
trying to measure the China of toduy with what she ought or some day sill be, 
but measure her instead with what she actually was =e twenty years agoe 
Much has been done in communications, industry, education and public health-—- 
all essential for the functioning of a modern democracy. Some of this 
development has been maintained even since 1937; in certain instances, indeed, 
actually speeded up. 
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(2) The Kuomintang, although it is a one-party government, is 
not, Like govermuents in totelitarian countries, dedicated to the idea of 
keeping itself permanently in power. On the contrary, it has always pro- 
claimed its aim to be the preparation of China for a truly representative 
people's government. Undoubtedly this is the major reason why it hes 
emjoyed such a degree of popular support. Already in 1938, as a step in this 
direction, it instituted the People's Political Council—— an organisation 
which has since met periodically to discuss political matters of all kinds, 
and to make recommendations to the government. This Council, with a member- 
ship of over two hundred, includes many of China's most respected men, among 
them representatives of universities, scientific institutes, and other 
cultural bodies; of the minority political prties (including the Communist), 
in addition to the Kuomintang itself; of the Mongols, Tibetans and other 
raciél minorities in China; and of China's important overse:s Chinese com- 
munities in Thailand, Malaya, and elsewhere. And, most encouraging of all, 
Chiang Kai-shek himself, in the fall of 1943, publically made a solemn 
pledge that within one year after tne ending of the war, 4 permanent con- 
stitution would be drawn up, and full constitutional government would be 
instituted. 


(3) Although the Kuominteng-Communist problem is difficult, it 
is certcinly not unsolveble if both sides are willing to approach the matter 
in a spirit of moderetion and tact, beth qualities, fortunately, that the 
Chinese have shown many times in history. One of ine most encoureging 
signs of a desire for settlenent is the Generalissino's statement, made 
early in 1944, tnet Kuomintang-Comuunist relations cen and mst be settled 
by political rather tnan militery means. :

know as yet just how that government will be achieved or just what it will 
be like. This applies both to people inside and outside the present govern= 
ment. ‘The Chinese have always been averse to ettempts at regimentation from 
above, and they may be expected to continue to avoid any such attempts in 
future. If this were not So, they would long since have been fighting for 
Japan, rather than on the side of the democracies. They know perfectly well 
that their present form of government is not perfect. But they also know that 
they can, through their own efforts, work to improve this government. One 
of Sun Yat-sen's most inspiring sayings is the phrase: “The revolution is 
not yet finished§"

thet after this defeet China will become the leading country of the Far 


East. And finally, there is no doubt that American relations with China 
after the wer will be much closer than ever before.

We shouldn't forget, for example, that during the first 
half of our history as a free and democratic nation, we allowed Sdllions 
of people to live within our borders in a condition of Slavery. (Slavery 
has also existed in China at various times, but it has never been anywhere 
near as important as it was in America before the Civil War.) And even 
the abolition of Slavery, unfortunstely, has not given full economic or 
political ecuality to all our citizens, These things may not always be 
So evident to us, imply because we have lived so close to them for so 
long. But to the Chinese, and to other peoples 2s well, they are very 
@vident indeed, precisely because these peoples are looking at America 
as the great example of democracy. 
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x. CONCLUSION. 


As has been suggested earlier, you will get little out of China 
unless you try to understand the country. This means 
from the Chinese side, and in 4 correct historical 
Sheet has tried to do just that. Wo one expects that from rea ing it you 
will change all your ideas about China. But if you should be called upon 
to do your job as an American representetive in China, perhaps you will 
agree on these points: (1) it is more useful to understand Chinese con- 
ditions than just to gripe about then; and (2) every American in Chine 
must remember that he is setting an example there of what democracy 
represents.

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Eventually, the duties of the 1124th CASU were transferred, 
along with its commanding officer, officers and enlisted personnel, 
to units of the 350th Air Base Group which was to take over functions 
of administration and supply at the base. 

Yet, along with the satisfaction of a good job well done, 
the claim to first authority in the air base domain belongs to the 
Engineers Department of the Army. As the base complement of pilots 
and ground crews, erica and maintenance men arrived, buildings were 
turned over week by week to air base officials. For many months, 
however, the standard of Army Engineers represented the pride and the 
responsibility inherent in the authority over the air base at Wind- 


sor Locks, 


C. First Arrivals 


1. Pioneers 

On the sixteenth of May, in the first brisk days of the 
construction program, Colonel Finter flew up for the firet time to 
look over the area. Accompanying him were Lieutenants Clark and 
Turner and Staff Sergeant Oliver. It would be interesting to know 
their reaction when, in a walk about the grounds, they encountered 
a number of newly dug excavations in a nearby wooded ravine which, 
in a few months, was to be the home of a good share of the base 


personnel, 
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Less than a week later, a small party of men came to 
stay. Until quarters could be arranzed in the Area Engineer's 
Office, they made out as comfortably as they could behind the 
barred windows of the guard house. Besides Colonel Finter, 
this advanced detail included his aides, Lieutenante Garrett and 
Ardison of the new Base Headquarters, medical officers Captain 
Norton and Lieutenants Horton and Hoffman, Captain Gruitch of 
Ordnance and Colonel Barton of the ‘irmy Quartermaster Corps. 

No list of early arrivals would be complete without 
mentioning Technical Sergeant James A. Fratier of the 4let Ma- 


teriel Squadron, 30th Air Base Group, one of the first of his 


particular unit to arrive for duty (22). An old Army man, Sere 


geant Frazier carries the added distinction of being the first 
man at the new base to renew his enlistment in the United States 


Army. 


2. War Birds 


On Monday, August 18th, fighters of the 57th Pursuit 
Group flew to their new home near the rambling foothills of the 
Berkshires (22). Major Clayton E. Hughes brought in an advance 
formation of twelve of the speedy army pursuit ships along with 
two auxiliary trainers,

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Spirits quickened with the whirr of its three-bladed pro- 
pellor, as Major Hughes’ sleek P-40 touched the newly laid asphalt 
runway. And they soared high as the base commander himself scrambled 
onto the wing of the field's first officially arrived plane. 

"Hi there! It's nice to see you here!" 

"Colonel," returned the Major, beaming as he reached his 
hand from the cockpit, "it's mighty nice to be seen here " 

Circling over nearby Windsor Locks, the planes had brought 
townsfolk to the streets and roofs of buildings to view the unaccus- 
tomed spectacle. A few minutes later, traffic just outside the base 
had come to a standstill as, one after another, units of the group 
swooped in for a landing. Although military aircraft had previously 
landed at the base, it was a port without planes until the arrival 
of these war birds of the 57th. 


Two weeks before, om August 5th, a handepicked outfit of 


Pennsylvanians had occupied the 1800 acres of Connecticut Yankee 


ground. 227 officers and men of the 50th Air Base Group -~ they 
came throughout the day, by convoy, troop train and privately owned 
vehicles. This newly arrived organization, which was to take over 
the administrative functions of the base, was commanded by Lieute- 
nant Colonel Henry G. Woodward (23).

Having arrived on one of the 
coldest August evenings of the year, they were enforced to spend 
their first night in brand new barracks, but with no blankets! 

Ground crews of the 57th Group followed on the 18th by 
convoy, in charge of Lieutenant Thomas #. Clark (25). The twenty- 
eicht vehicles, mamed by thirty-eight officers and men, arrived 
at nine-thirty that morning. The truck convoy covered the 154 
miles from Nitchel Field in about seven hours, At Cheshire, near 
the Connecticut State Line, they were met by State Policeman Loren 
C. Larson who escorted them to the base. Staff Sergeant Walter H. 
Snyder of Albany, New York, was truckmaster for the convoy. 


Most noteworthy of early arrivals was the journey by com- 


voy of Company "F" of the 30th Quartermaster Regiment (TREK) from 


Tampa, Florida (26). Ten days were spent in covering the 1470 miles 
from MacDill Field to Windsor Locks. The convoy, made up of fifteen 
2h ton GHC cargo trucks, one 4-ton pick-up, a command cer and twelve 


trailers, stopped over at army camps enroute.

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The men generally agreed that the trip had been accomplished 
smoothly and with precision. Drivers had found some difficulty, how- 
ever, with motorists attempting to cut across the convoy. At this 
time the public was largely ignorant on the subject of military cone 
voys. Especially in towns along the way, the convoy often had been 
in danger of disintegration. 

in the disposition of incoming personnel also 
arose, resulting from the fact that some of the orders specified 
Windsor Locks, or, in other cases, Hartford as their destination. 
Transportation facilities were sometimes not available at the proper 
time, and men and baggage were bottlenecked at these two points. 

4. Visiting Generals 


“Excellent” was the comment of Major General Herbert A. 


Dargue, commander of the First Air Force, on his inspection of the 


base. The gensral and members of his staff landed shortly after 
nine o'clock on the morning of August 6th from his headquarters at 
Mitchel) Field, with the general himself at the controls of the C-49 
military transport (27). 

Accompanied by Colonel Finter, the general made a whiri- 
wind inspection of the base while warious steff officers conferred 
with corresponding officials at the base. They did not waste time,

Before he stepped in the cabin of his plane, the general 
had commented to those present: "I am particularly interested in 
Saying the field is ready. We came here to expedite matters and 
also with the purpose of getting things into operation.

I know the boys are looking forward to coming here,” 

Within a few days, Major H. B. Willis of the War Department 
arrived from Bolling Field for a routine inspection. The major was 
high in his praise of the field and said it was "definitely the most 
modern and practical in the country with its excellent runways and 
attractive layout -- unusually efficient and complete.” 

A short while later, Major Ceneral F. B, Wilby, commanding 
the Army First Corps Area, expressed his opinion that "the new army 
air field at Windsor Locks, Connecticut,is one of the best in the 
world, and through new camouflage is the best concealed anywhere."

Miss Taye was to be the first of several stage and screen 
artiets to visit the base during those early months. As many officers 
ae could (naturally), and EM too, took part in the ceremonies prompted 
by the star’s visit. Included were a special exhibition by three 


planes and a tour of the base, which beft Miss Faye "tired but thrilled." 


In her rounds, she included most/the camp and gave auto~ 


kraphe by the score, obligingly facing squad after squad of eager 
camera enthusiasts. Her kis ses, by the way, were reserved espec- 
ially for the fliers who performed to entertain her. But we may 
conjecture that, in her "tour of inepection,” Miss Faye's willing 
smile occasioned many a Sigh among the rank and file at the base. At 
least it is known that she collected more than a few G. I. ornaments 
and cleaming metal bars. Nor was Colonel Woodward, Base Executive 
Officer and Commanding Officer of the 50th, the least of those sus- 
ceptible to her charms. He managed to teach fair Alice @ thing or 
two, including how to holl her own, from the Colonel's own makin's.!

The base figured much in the news in the New England of 
1941 and was a frequent topic of discussion in civilian as well 
as in military circles. Yet during its formative stage, it was 
& base with many secrets but without a name. Folk referred gen- 
erally to "the new air base” or to "the air base at Windsor Locks." 
Official base stationery bore the simple legend, “Army Air Base, 
Windsor Locks, Connecticut." > 

Not, by any means, that Suggestions for a name were 
lacking. The first brought to official attention was contained 
in a letter to the Hartford Times in early August. Captain C. L. 
Hayward, U. S. Army, retired, of that city, advanced the name of 
David E. Putnam, commander of the 139th Pursuit Squadron during 
the last war (28), 

Pointing out that the base, in accordance with Army Regu- 
lations, would be named for an air officer from Connscticut who 
i

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died in the service, Captain Hayward asserted that he, Putnam, "was 
a New Englander of the highest order™ and a direct Gescendant of 
Israel Putnam, whose accomplishments during the Revolution are known 
to every New England school boy. "Young Putnam," said the Captain, 
“was conscious of that heritage and well lived up to it." 

September 12, 1918, while helping to clear the air of 
enemy resistance, permitting the Allies to reach their St. Mihiel 
objectives, Putnam was shot down. Men who witnessed the disaster 
reported that the plane started to fall as though out of control, 
Then it recovered and plided to a perfect landing among the shell 
holes just over the Allied side of the line. Several infantrymen 
made their way forward, risking their lives to aesist the pilot, 
dut they found him dead, shot through the heart, 

"Somehow," the captain concluded, “the indomitable spirit 
of David Putnam, or a greater power, had landed that plane. At the 
time of his death at twenty-one years of age, Putnam had won more 
confirmed victories than any other pilot in our Air Service." 

Later the same month, Mr. Ernest C. Clark, of Eartford, 


submitted the name of still another hero, Major Raoul G. Lufbery, 


who had worked in Wallingford, Connecticut (29). Major Lufbery had 


been a member of the Lafayette Escadrille and was transferred to the 
American flying service shortly before his @eath in combat on May 
19, 1918, =

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Mr. Clark, serving with the 10lst Machine Gun Battalion, 
was eye-witness to the major's last battle. Ina dogfight with a 
German triplane, Clark recounted, the ace's plane suddenly burst 
into flame, and he was forced to leap to his death without a pera- 
chute. Major Lufbery is credited officially with bringing down 
eighteen enemy planes. It is said he originated the defensive 
movement known to all airmen, the "Lufbery Circle." 

Mr. Clark contacted Colonel Finter who agreed to submit 
Major Lufbery's name to Washington for consideration. 

Public-spirited citizens reportedly advanced the names 
of two office holders who were much in the public heart as well 
as in the public eye. Connecticut's beloved "Flying Governor" 
Trumbull was among those proposed, with the rovernor then in of- 
fice, James Hurley, an equal favorite. The fact that the State 


of Connecticut, under Governor Hurley, had initiated the project 


whereby the air base became reality was advanced as warranting 


the selection of his name, 

But those there were who thought the semi-official use 
of "Windsor Locks Air Base” quite satisfactory. On August 28th, 
the Rotary Club at Windsor Locks went on record supporting this 
latter proposal. Letters were petitioned to Washington, and simi« 
lar action was undertaken simultaneously by the local Chamber of 
Commerce and other organizations in order to keep the community's

E. Purpose 


1. To Arns, New Englend! 


With the succeseful prosecution of the war on every con- 


tinent, many are inclined to overlook the chain of circumstances 


which, in 1941, established « new serial fortress in the industriel 
heart of New England. True, the nature of its mission was altered 
commensurately with the coming years, yet we must not overlook the 
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fact that, at the time of its inception, the base existed for one 
primary purpose, aerial defense of the New England ares. 

The very nature of its being is testimony to the fact 
that the job was well undertaken. ‘This army air field was 80 art- 
fully concealed from the air for the very same reason that Amer ican 
troops later were to erect cemouflage nets over the ground installe- 
tions on every fighting front -- that is, to avoid detection which 
invites quick destruction from the enemy. For the new fighter dase 
was conceived as one of an important chain of outposts in Western 
Hemisphere defense. 

The reason for defense of any kind takes us back to the 
autumn of 1940. By September 50th of thet year, the air blitz on 
Great Britain had resulted in a costly failure for the German Luft- 
waffe, but the threat to our own shores had not been removed. After 
its initiel defeat, Germary immediately countered with attempts to 


starve Britain into submission by severing her "life lines,” the 


most important of which brought supplies from America. Loss of the 


British Fleet at thet time would have opened the way to en invesion 
of the Americas, for the bulk of the United States Fleet was neutral- 
ized in the Pacifice 

Thus, to secure the flow of supplies to Sritein and for 
the protection of its own shores, the United States forged an im- 
penetrable chain of serial land bases, ranging from remote Iceland 
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to the shores of Pritish Guiena. Together with its eister base at 
Chicopee Falls, Massachusetts, with a complement of heavy bombers, 
the fighter base st Windsor Locks was a solid link in this chain, 
holding fast against whatever untoward development might arise in 
the threatening "Battle of the Atlantic.” 

2. “Booby Trap" 

In Colonel Finter's own words, the base accomodated inter- 
ceptor planes whose function was "to ward off invading enemy bombers.” 
Defenses were coordinated with those at Mitchel Fielc, L. I., West- 
over Field, Mass., and bases at Manchester, ". E. and Bangor, Maine. 
The flying personnel were graduate pilots, their essential mission 
the defense of the vital industrial triangle between New Haven, 
Fartford and Bridgeport, Connecticut. To this end, the base worked 


in close cooperation with civilian and state defense arencies. 


That its miseion changed with the changing demands of war 


has not altered its excellent properties. ‘Strategically located,

It is recommended thet orders or regulations be published 
coverins the subject as above. 


Because of the lack of such orders or reguletions the Air Corps 
Pnzineering Department was handicapped in salwaging a wreck of recent date. 


In general the grestest difficulty was the excessive number of 
disinterested Officers, GQuartermester and Ordnance Personnel at the seene 
of the accident. Officers, who knew nothinz about whet was to be done, 
ziving conflicting orders and the excessive personnel congested the area 
end contrituted to the confussion of the salveze crew. 


Because of all the irreeuler incidents which occured at the 
above mentioned aircraft accident it is urgently requested thet the number 
and duties of all personnel remired to be at the scene of an aircreft 
accident be published by gour office. It is alsc requested that the 
equipment of the crash trucz be checked and any additional equipment 
needed in handling wreckege be added.

ARMY PRESS AGENT'S CHORE 


Just Like a Circus Publicity Man, Public Relations Officer Also Hands Out 
"Canned! Press Releases 


Just like the Ringling Brothers end Barnum and Bailey circus, the army 
has hired a press gent to get its name in the papere 


The press agent is the public relations department of the army, which 
has a division at every importent military post in the nation. 

Here is ground ont daily a grist of small news items, a paragreph of 
two from the post's bulletin, a sentence or two when en officer is promoted 
and special feature stories "slanted" to them printed in local newspapers, 
to satisfy the news wants of the reading public and to eain prominence for 
the poste 


Many an old timer would shake hie head sadly todcy at the new army's 
public relations officer with bright young college graduates thinking up 
picture ideas md trying to get the press to give the arry a tumble. 


So important has a "“goodpress" become for the arny that some of the larger 
military posts have elaborate systems of sending out "news", keeping files 
on the activities of every man and organization on the post and daily mail 
out hundreds of items to the men's hometown papers. 


EDITOR, JANITOR TAXED 


One result is a heavy increase in the city editor's mail--and in most 
instances an extra job for tre janitor who empties the wastebasket. 
Here's what happens!-- 


Tom Smith, who has had a couple of years of collece, quslifies for avia- 
tion catet training in the United States army. If he passes the course, he 
will be covmissioned a second lieutenant in the Air Corps reserve and probab- 
ly put into immediate active service. 


So when Tom Smith is accepted for aviation cadet training, the post 
that accepts him sends a story about it to the newspapers. A few weeks later, 
when Tom Smith goes to primary training schools, the echool's public relations 
department sends his hometown paper a picmre of Tom ani all his "background. *® 


Then Tom graduates from the primary sbhool and rates another couple of 
Paragraphs to his hometown paper from the post press burean. When he is as- 
signed to hte secondary training school out goes another "news" story to his 
hometown paver, and so forthe 


When he finally graduates and is accepted in tx air corps, the press 
bureau gives him a real send-off. A photograph is taken of him, wearing 
aviation helment and gogelet, with a background of pretty clouds. This

By this time, the hometown psper has had ite fill of the whole business, 
so has Tom and his family ani everybody but the public relations department 
which is still thinking up new "angles" to get Tom's picture in the paper. 


If more of the army's public relations officers were former newsmen, 
maybe this wouldn't happen. 


But handling out “canned newe" isn't the only function ofthe army's 
new public relations department. It hes another job to perform in censor- 
in news. 


This news censoring is done under the guise of protecting the ermy from 
secret military information getting into the mblic prees and possible bee 
ing passed elong to an interested foreign power. In most cases it's down- 
Tight silly because everybody in the town knows the fnformation anyway and 
if Adolf Hitler's agents are anywhere in sh uting distance, they also know 
ite 


But despite this fact, everything which happens on the arty post is 
Bupoosed to go through the public relations office. The result ie that the 
army often gets mad at the newspapers when something is printed which didn't 
get the approval cf the piblic relations office. And the newspapers somethimes 

eet med at the army when it won't release legitimate news. 


Recently, forexample, army vehicles were involved in a crash in which 
several soldiers were injured. The vehicles were en route from one army post 
to another. Thi#ough the accident was serious the public relations officer 
at one post at first refused to reveal anything abcut the crash becmse the 
Practice convoy was a military secret. 


At the site of the crash, newsmen encountered sizilar 4ifficulties. 
A circle of guards was immediately thrown around the vehciles and none was 
allowed to see what had happened. . 


In another instance an amry flier was killed in a crash. Newsmen who 
managed to cet within 25 feet of the crash were net by armed guards who 
denied them the right to see tir crashed pleme amd refused to reveal my 
information until the public relations officer released it, 


Still another case involved the movement of troops to Newfoundland 
from Western Massechusetts. Army authorities were increased when a 
newspaper prin ed a story about the troop movement, on the grounds that 
it was informing a foreign nation that troops were stationed at New- 
fountland. A few days later, a magazine with national circulation printed 
& story which told of President Roosevelt's son being stationed at 
Newfoundland. 


Another time, a score of men stationed at m airbase were overcome 
with carbon monoxide gas poisoning by faulty heading equipment. Through 
several were seriously 111 from the attack, the public relations officer 
asked newsmen not to print the story.

man to land officially on the field, Cochran, incidentally, is 
the "Flip Corkin" of the cartoon strip, "Terry and the Pirates," 
He was a member of the famous "Joker" Scuadron. He and other 
members of the 57th went across on a "flat top," which landed in 
Africa.

Personnel Section of early 1942 consisted of one officer, 
Major Waldo ©. \.

The history which follows is 
an account of the growth of this section and subsequent pursuit of mission 
and those activities which bear on this mission, Mowever, it is first 
necessary to give as clear a picture as possible of facilities and 
operations under present circumstances, therefore, the following inform 
ation is submitted: 

The principal mission of the department falls into two cabegories, 
The importance of one does not outweigh the other, rather, the two are 
overlapping, thereby leading to a closer coordination of activities. The 
first of the two is Supply. Under this heading are greuped Issue, Storage, 
Reurn ef Chemical Warfare Service Ttems of Issue, Third Fchelon Repair 
and Waintenance of CV Equipment, and all clerical and miscellaneous duties 
pertaining therete. 

The second part of the two-fold mission is Training. In this cat- 
egory, the principal duties are Training of Personnel in proper defense 
against Chemical Attack, Training of Unit Gas Officers and Unit Gas Non- 
Sommissioned Officers, Issue and Control of CN Training Ammunition, and 
all clerical and miscellaneous duties pertaining thereto,

The accomplishment of above mission is divided among personnel of 


the section in the following manner:

FACILITIES 

Mousing facilities of the section consist of six buildings; "ldg. 
T-221, the Base Chemical Office, T304, the Sase Chemical School and 
warehouse, T-205 and T=306, Toxic Gas Mouses, T-190, The Gas Chamber, 
and P-3-2, Garage for storage of Decontaminating Equipment. Pictures of 
many of above installations immediately follow this introduction. 

In addition to housing facilities mentioned above, there is a 
demonstration area, 300 by 75 feet, directly in front of the Base Chemical 
School which is used in conducting schools and all training. 

SUBORDINATES UNITS 


In addition to supervision of all Chemical “arfare ‘ctivities on 


this base, the responsibility for 411 CW functions at AAB, Millegrove 


AAF, Providence, R.I. and AAS, Suffolk County AAF, Suffolk, ".Y. has 
been delegated to the Base Chemical Officer, this base, These bases are 
Sub-bases of Fradley Field. Supply problems for these two sub-baess are 
handled directly from this office, while training functions are carried 
on by CY Training Sections at the sub-bases under the direct supervision 
of this office, 

Supply of units, this base area, is conducted in compliance with 
present existing governing policies and directives by this section. 
Training of individuals, however, is conducted by Unit Gas Officers and 
Unit Gas Non-Commissioned Officers under the supervision of and with the 


aid of the Base Chemical %fficer and Training Section, This department. 
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SECURITY RESPONSIBI' ITY 

It is the responsibility of the Base Chemical Officer to insure 
that adequate defense against chemical attack is provided the base, 
and that proper measures are taken to assure that the proper amount 
of that equipment necessary to the defense is on hand. Further, as a 
Staff Officer, he will advise and supervise the protection, decontaminat- 
ion, and over-all execution of the Chemical Annex to Base Befense SOP, 
assuring that 21] installations and personnel are properly cared for in 
the emergency. In this defense, the responsibility lies on him to insure 
that all personnel are properly equipped and trained for such emergency. 

SUMMARY " 

In pursuit of aforementioned missions and activities, there have 
been and are problems which were dealt with and overcome in numerous 
ways, In the further accomplishment of the principal objectives, it has 
been and is necessary to deal with other sections and similar units 
elsewhere, as well as higher echelons and commands. These accomplishuents 
and projects are discussed in greater detail in the body of this history, 


and will unfold as the story progresses, Contributing factors, obstacles, 


and circumstances expediting or hindering fulfillzsnt of the ultimate 


goal are numerous, therefore, these events mst be reported chronologic- 
ally, rather than in groups as contained in this introduction and suggested 
outlines, The first date of the history ls 12 June 1941, and this main, 


or first installment covers events from that time until April 1944. 
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NOTE 

In the interest of Gontinuity, and to minimize ambiguity, severed 
deviations from suggested form and outline have been accomplished in the 
composition of this history. To preserve the chain of activities and 
reduce distraction, all pictures, charts, graphic devices, etc., will 
be placed at the end of the chapter to which they pertain. In an add- 
itional effort tp simplify and reduce the amount of confusing cross 
references, an attempt had been made to consolidate footnotes and reduce 
supporting documents and appendix items as much as possible. References 
to Special Orders and similar records which are held on file at Base 
Feadquarters, AAB, Bradley Field, Conn., and similar offices are consid- 
ered sufficienf without further substantiation, since verification, if 
needed, may be accomplished by consulting these files, 

Due to the lack of substantiating documents pertaining to much of 


the information concerned, especially that which deals with the earlier 


events, mch of this information waa obtained by interview (collectively 


and/or individually) of personnel who were present at the time. This 
presents another preblem of verification, therfore, rather than submitting 
these segnents of information with affirmation of the person or persons 
of origin separately, it is felt that a single cettification of the 
correctness of all statements of facts eminating from, or attributed 

to the person or persons is sufficient. This certification covers all 
those facts or direct statements of a historical nature only not other- 
wise confirmed, but does not include statements of opinion, unless 
directly accredited to the persons, This certificate is the last item 


of the appendix, 
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a CHAPTERI 

The story of Chemical “arfare personnel at 5radley Field dates back 
to the very beginnings of the base itself, The first record of Chemical 
Warfare Enlisted Men is SO 38, AAB, Bradley Pld., dated 12 June 1941, 
assigning 5 EM transferred from the CY Replacement and Basic Training 
Center, Edgewood Arsenal, WD, to the 30th Air Base Group. Shortly 
thereafter, (15 July 1941) Captain "erbert Rex Newton, CHS, was recalled 
to Active Duty and reported to Bradley Field, Per assignment orders? 
Capt. Newton was naned as the first Base Chemical Officer of the base. 
On the 26th of July 1941, 13 more EM arrived from Westover Fielc, Mass, 
and were assigned as Detachment, lst Chemical Co. (avn)*, In addition 
to his cuties as Chemical Officer, Capt. Newton assumed comand of this 
detachnent.(A post held by all succeeding Chemical Officers until the 
inactivation of the department as a separate unit.) Strength of the unit 


now stood at 1 Officer and 18 EM, but on & Sept. 1%41, 10 ,ore El were 


assigned to the detachment from Edgewood Arsenal, va.© bringing the 


total to 1 Officer and 28 EM, With this last gain in personnel, the 
period of organization seems to have ended, and 4 period of training, 
begun. 
Training Activities 

‘raining for the unit started immediately, with intensive work in 
defense against chemical attack occupying the feature spot, anc those 
basid subjects necessary supplementing. Im addition, the operation of 
the Base Chemical Office provided job training for many men ef the unit. 
Decontamination equipment was on hamd and EM were thoroughly trained 
rv all phases of its use. Decéntamination squads were organised and

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FM trained in alert procedure, On 1 Oct. 1941, the detachment was 
placed on Detached Service to participate in small unit training and 
maneuvers at AAF, Croton AAB, Groeten, Conn, * Tt is of interest that the 
detachment sas the first on the base to be equipped with Jeeps, with 
which they trained as a motorized organization, They perfected maneuvers 
and movements of practical use and prechsion, becoming adroit at swift 
and deft handling of their vehicles, and becoming known the base over 
for their efficiency, This period of preparation and training lasted 
well into the first months of 1942, 

First Wonths of War, 

The first months of the war and 1942 brought a general mobilization 
and acceleration of activities, Policies were changed and defensive 
tactics became a great topic for enlargenent and practice, As in other 
organizations and departments throughout the army, the suddeness of the 
attack and the natural confusion which ensued breught on a type of 
hysteria, and training doubled with intensification of operations, 
Distributing Points were set up at the Air Bases at Bridgeport and 
Groton, Conn., and Providence, R.I. for the purpose of handling supply, 
secubity, and training problems there, EM eslected for these sections 
were of the types and classifications required for Service Squadrons, 
10 EM of 1st Chemical Detat. were attached to these sections’ on 10 
Dec 1941, and on 29 Dec 1941, 4 more EM were attached to the Distrib- 


uting Point, Cuonset Naval Air Station, R.1.6 This personnel was

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relieved and rotated periodically to allow all EM to benefit by the 
experience and knowledge to be gained from this type of function. 
Subsequent conversion and reorganization returned these men to Bradley 
Field, but the knowledge gained in the experiment proved valuable in 
later projects and problems. 
Early Service Activities. 

During all of the foregoing periods, the main functions of the 
Rase Chemical Office and 1st Cml Detmt were, for the most part, self- 
contained; i.e. that training in CW subjects which was conducted, was 
given for the benefit of the men of the section, with the exception 
of scattered services such 25 Gas Chamber and Field Identification 
exercises conducted for a few units, Supply and maintenance activities 
were limited to the issue and upkeep of Gas Masks, since no other items 
of general issue were available or required. It is significant to note 
that the Base Chemical Officer was not designated 2 Property officer 
until 15 May 1942.7 Tre traiging in CW subjects which was conducted 
for Unit Cas Officers was conducted only at the Chemical Warfare 


Center, “dgewood Arsenal, MD. Indication ef the condition of supply is 


found in a Retter from the Commanding Officer, 68lst Ordnance Company,

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Early Facilities 

The first Rase Chemical Office was housed in a building origin- 
ally constructed as % residence, and since used for that purpose. It 
was located in the Southeastern corner of the field and contained the 
offices of the Chemical Officer and Supply Sgt. It was indeed a far cry 
from the facilities in use today and was not used as an office for long. 
In October 1942, 7-304, the first warehouse and office, was built for 
the section. It is now in use as the Rase Chemical School and warehouse, 
but at the time, housed ll activities of the department. It is apparant 
that the expansion of facilities has grow with the expansion of enter 
prise. 

Departure of Capt. Newton. 


On Feb 20, 1942, Capt. Newton was relieved from assignment to

Detat lst Cml Co and assignment as Base Chemical Officer and transferred 


to Meadquarters, lst Cml Co, Mitchel Field, N.Y. This change marked 
the beginning of a period of transition. Prior operations had centered 
around the unit performance, but with the change of command, different 
policies were formlated, and, though the efforts were somewhat in- 
adequate, they were, nevertheless, the ficst real steps taken to improve 
the service value of the section. 
Suamary and Critique 

Unfortunately, as mentioned above, the preceding months were 
devoted primarily to those duties which pertained to the unit, Job 
training played a minor part in the program, and the small amount of 
that which was carried on, later proved insufficient. The scant outside 


business which was handled, was not cared for systematically, The error

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of this action was brought to light at later dates, when lack of knowledge 
and stimu Maetaco in supply procedures brought on self-inflicted 
mistakes. ‘lthough the unit training was of definite value, both to 
the men concerned, and to the office, the ultimate results showed an 
additional need for specialization and technical training as well. This 
oversight led to undue confusior and malconception in later experiences, 
as will be show in chapters following, 

During this cycle or organization, therefore, the roots of the 
present decartment were laid, and, though some errors were made, the 


section had been launched. 
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CHAPTER II 
The segment of history dealing with what may be called the early 
transifion era begins with the assignzent of a new Chemical Officer. 
2nd Lt. Edward J. Kelly, CWS, 0375996 replaced Cant. H.R. Newton on 
20 Feb 19442? Lt. Kelly stayed at Bradley Field, as Base Chemical 
Officer only a short time, Under his guidance, the section became 


more active, tock on a better semblance of its present form, and 


devoted more attention to service activities, 


General Improvements 

Perhaps the greatest contribution of the new Commanding Officer 
was the assignment of EM to primary duties and specific jobs. Mere=- 
tofore, the section duties had been performed by 2 small percentage 
of the men of the detachment, but with the change of command, this 
conversion was effected, Much improvement followed the measure, both 
in company and departaent affairs, The opportunity to learn and 
practice technical skills was increased and results became more 
satisfactory, Mere again, the lack of former job training handicapped 
all personnel, however, Despite the new system of assignment, the 
onhitin of untrained men increased the difficulty of operating most 
efficiently. The volume of supply matters traveling through the 
department increased, and some difficulty was encountered in mest 
efficient handling of them, Nevertheless, steps had been taken in 
the right direction, Further progress was halted temporarily by the 


transfer of Lt. Kelly.

Shortly after the transfer of Lt, Kelly from Bradley Field, a

third Base Chemical Officer was appointed, Me was 2nd Lt. Alfred L. 


Mellor, Air Corps, The designation of Base Chemical Officer proved to 
be a misnomer however, due to the directive providing that enly CHS 
Officers may be Station Chemical Officers, and on 6 July 1942 the 
title was changed to Base Ges Officer, A title and positien which was 
not changed, however, was thd€ of Base Chemical Property Officer. 
This was the first time that any officer of the section was appointed 
& property officer, and seems to be the first official recognition 
of the department as a major supply agency. Apparently, the grewth 
along these lines had become sufficient to warrant such steps, It 


was thus that Lt. Mellor began his work with the department. 


Prevalent Problems 

Many of the old problems and a few new ones confrorited the 
section as this latest change was completed. The recurrent lack of 
competent training remained one of the major obstacles, the further 
increase of supply traffic caused more trouble, and, to complete the 
confusion, the assignment of Lt. Mellor came to him as an additional 
duty, But for the lack of a CWS Officer as a replacement, the job 
never would have been filded with an Air Corps officer, but the neces- 
sity made it imperative that someone be placed in the vacancy. Al- 
ready hampered by the other duties he was performing, the situation 
was further complicated by the fact that he was nét a CWS officer, 
nor was he a supply officer. This later proved to be a detriment, 
for, without the correct guidance of an officer trained and special-

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izing in Chemical “arfare, most efficient operation of the office 

was made more difficult. True, the experience gained by personnel 

prior to his arrival was of great value, but at the time, it was 

not enough to make them totally self-reliant. It was 4 tine of decisions 
and the critical period of transition when the office was growing to 


proportions of other mjor supply sections, and, although reasonably 


productive, the ers, perhaps, under the direction of a fully trained 


officer, could have yielded even greater rewards. 
Miscellany 

Duties as Chemical Officer also involved command of Detmt. Ist 
Cml Co. and the effects of the change were goed in this respect. Lt. 
Mellor seems to have inspired confidence and anity in the organization. 
The resulte of his policies were shown in the high esprit and morale 
of the men. ‘s a unit, they had been noted for their harmony and 
cooperation, but at this time, it proved even sore pronounced. The 
very fact that ft. iqllor proved to be competent in this respect 
showed that his performance 46 Rase Sas Officer would have been 
better, had he been technically trained along these lines. The extent 
of his knowledge wes limited by his only training in CyS=- Attendance 
and graduation from 4 Unit Gas Officer Course at Edgewood Arsenal, Md. 
(The reference to the competence of Lt. Vellor is in no way 4n infer- 
ence that he was incompetent, rather that he was handicapped greatly 
by his limited training. In truth, all facts indicate that he dispatched 


his assignzent very well under the cireunstances.) 
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Unit Changes; May to Aug, 1942

During the tour of It. Mellor, personnel figures of the 112th 
declined rapidly, The original 32 men were reduced te 7 (considered 
adequate at the time). Distribution of Surplus EY was accomplished 
through reassienments and transfer, Slow as it had been, realization 
of the uselessnees of such numbers for the department finally dawned, 
The last remant og hysteria seemed to have dissappeared, 

The cessation of section activity as a init became complete 
when 7 EM and 1 officer were transferred fron the 122th to the Chemical 
Section, 2*th Sase Nsadquarters ani Air Baga Squadron. This was 
accomplished in Compliance with ltr., Mq. AF, EDC, and PAP, subject: 
Chemical Section, Base Neadquarters and Air Base Souadren, 2 dated 
1l July 19,2, Pith the transfer of personnel, farther wnit activities 
were curtailed and the section has since operated as a part of ths 29th.

6 August 1942 saw the last change of Base Chemical Officers 
to date, lst Lt. Charles ¥, Bennett, CWS, OL°3984 wes transferred 
from Weatover Field, mines and appointed Base Shemical Officer and 
Base Chemical Property Cfficer vice Lt. Meller, Lt. (now Gaptain) 
Bennett has held this position since that time, Lt. Mellor reverted 
te his other duties and the present system was inaugurated, 

Summary 

The stay of It, Kelly was beneficial, but the improvements started 
by him were somewhat cuttsiled, Plans which were started under his 
direction, apparently, geed, but his transfer abbreviated them, As 
said previously, the greatest obstacles vere unavoidable and due to 


the shortage of 2 Chemical Officer, Although the foregoing paragraphs 


may create the impression that the psricd was somewhat unfruitful, there 


were many gains. The critical stand taken tends to indicate more cen+ 
fusion than was present in the overell picture. The period might be 


termed neutral, but definitely not stagnant.

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CHRAPTERIII 
The assumption ef duties by Lt. (now Captain) Bennett marked the 
final turn of policy for the department. With a background ef 12 years 
enlisted service, and the natural qualifications accompanying this, he 
started with an advantage which officers before him did not have. He was 
acquainted with supply, general Ghemical Warfare procedures, and subjects 
necessary te the correct supervision of operations. As mwas proven later, 
the previous army experience was of great benefit to him in the sub- 
sequent direction of activities. 
First Period of Command 
As is the case usually, there was a period of orientation for the 
new Chemical Officer. During this time, readjustmente were started, 
Property accounts and general records required attention. In taking 
over after the supervisien of 3 officers of varied qualifications and 
ideas, he found that much attention would be required to unravel the 


red tape and simplify administration, This was begun immediately, 


and, with the aid of the enlisted personnel, mafters took a turn for 


the better shortly. Incorporating the best ideas of his predecessors, 
as well as many of his own, the Saptain quickly increased the efficiency 
so necessary to economical operation of the department. “ith these 
great improvements, the sedtion definitely took its place among the 
most impurtant offices on the hase, 
Responsibilities 


The Base Chenical Officer was, as now, held responsible fornthe 


proper dispatch of all duties pertaining to Chemical Warfare on this base, 
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and, in addition, for the sub-bases of Bradley Field. Chemical Officers 
responsible to him were stationed at Groton Field, Conn., Bridgeport 
AAP, Conn., New Maven AAF, Conn., and Nillsgrove A4F, (the T.F. Green 
Fielc) R.I. Althongh all suoply matters were handled directly from this 
base, training was conducted by the officers at the individual sub- 
bases. The oversil respensibility was considerable, however, through 
experiment, the most exsediticus relations were reached, Recent orders 
ssec all save one of these sub-bases, but one other, Suffolk 
county AAF, N.Y. has been placed on the list. The other remaining base 
is Millsgrove A&¥, where activities are still in notion. Chemical 
Officers under this office are stationed at each sub-base, 
Facilities 

Facilities in August of 1942 were far from what they are today. 
Two Buildings were assigned to the office, T-304 ("erehouse and Office) 
and Pe3-2 (Garage for Storage). The first additional tuilding wes the 


Base Gas Chamber, T-190, built in ‘eteber, 1942, “ith the increase in 


training, the need and use of this building was great. Storage of 


ammunition (primarily training ammunition) presented a second problem, 
The surplus requirements made it necessary to build two Toxic Gas Houses 
(T-305 and T-306). Due to the storage regulations and hazards involved 
in handling this ammunition, the facilities used previously proved to 
be inadecuate, but with the construction of these buildings, the 
problem wes solved, 

Growth of the de artment necessitated 4 final change. In January 
1944, the office was moved from T=304 to T-220 and then to T+221. The 


old office building wes partially converted, remaining a warehouse,

but, in addition, becoming the Base Chemical School, This final 
change brings the expansion up to date, 

Equipment and services available for the completion of mission are 
those usually furnished for simiddr activities, but in the dispatch of 


many duties of the two sub=sections of the department, situations have 


arisen which called for special items not on hand. Ingenuity nas played 


& good part in the sucdess of the section to date. Many times, problems 
have been met which called for equipment or services not available, It 
is to the credit of certain key personnel that these problems have been 
overcome successfully, “here equipmen® neede was inaccessible, improv- 
ision was employed to great advantage. This should and does show the 
abilities and versatility of the department. Generally, facilities may 
be classed as adequate. 
Training 

Events ran in the usual vein for several months after the arrival 
of Captain Bennett. Nowsever, contrary to policies of th- past, more 
emphasts was placed on unit ani individual training. "00's assisted 
in the first schools, and the results were gratifying. Up until this 
time, only one officer had been assiened to the section, but on 30 
January 1943, 2nd Lt. Bronislaw Krawezyx, CWS, 01037855, was transferred 
from Mitchel Field to assist in eoniadia: With the assignment of Lt. 
Krawesyk, training assumed a different aspect, for his primary duty 
was supervision of schools. Thir marked another advance in the steady 
progress, for it relieved Capt. Yennett of a part of the actusl teach- 


ing, and, at the same tirs, increased time devoted to instruction.

Supply matters are handled by the EM of the supply section, The growth 
of supply end wintenance activity has remained consistent with the 
wrowth of the base and section. “egree of this activity is governed, 
naturally, vy the number of unite and personne! on the base, therefore, 
fluctuation is normal. At not time since the assumption of comzand by 
Captain Bennett, has this level dropped below (oroportionately) that of 
other wejor suppiy erns of the vase, Prior to the iesuance of recent 
directives, the section was concerned with issuing of organizational 


and individual equipment of the Chenical ‘arfare service. Recent 
inetructions heave reduced the number of items issued in this country 

by more than one half, however, and dutied of the section ddcreased. 

The new policy of issuing the Lightweight Service Gas Mask to all 
personnel going overseas has increased the turnover of the old type 
service task, Personnel departing for 4 Yort of Fabarkation sre required 


to turn in old msks before picking up the new ones at the Port. This

are packed and shipped to higher depots for disposition. At present, 
this work absorbs the best part of section fu actions, 

Contrary to @ifficulties encountered before the arrival of Capt, 
Bennett, procedures are systematic, and to the best abilities of all 
concerned, conducted in etrict Compliance with directives and policies 
of higher echelons and Commands. The lack of tr:ining in this phase of 
the mission which was an obstacle previously, has been overcome. The 
Single wedze in the wheels of progress remains in the inability to 
coordinate perfectly thoss relations with higher echelons and agencies, 
This inability may be attributed to the fact that the policies of 
higher agencies can net, or do not make allowances for the problems of 
the small section, The lack of coordination, however, is not great, 
neither does it cause excessive inconvenience and checking ef elti- 
mate achievements, Ti may be assumed, then, that the general state of 
this service section is very good, 

Summary 

Rennsissanes is an ambiguoas term for the period since the arrival 
of Capt. Bennett, but it describes the charge partdally, at least. To 
say that prior to his coming, the department was inefficient would net 
only be unfair, it would be untrue; but it may well be said that his 
guidance and direction has contributed more to the accomplishment of 
the mission than ang other single person. There is no doubt that the 
accomplishment of this end would have been greatly hampered had it not 
been for the assistance and abilities of all personnel, but without 
able leadership and counsel, it would have been impossible.

During the month of December 194] this Station Hospital furnished 
the Medical Cadre personnel for the 30th Air Base Group and the 57th 
Pursuit Group, This group was then stationed at this field and was des- 
tined later to make history in the North African Campeign, On the final 
day of the year of 1941 the Station Hospital, Bradley Field was still a 
Growing organization, It was operating with 2 total of twenty-five (25) 
enlisted men assigned, seven (7) enlisted men attached, eleven (11) offi. 
cers and eight (8) nurses under the command of Captain Charles K eaebe 

The year of 1942 Started out with a busier future in Prospect for 
this organization, our patient cenus was steadily increasing with our 
one hundred (100) bed hospital having sixty percent of the beds occupied 
and there was an influx in Personnel bringing our Strength of officers to 
fifteen (15), nurses remaining at e strength of eight (8) and enlisted 
personnel increasing to Seventy (70) enlisted men assigned in accordance 
with the Tables of Organization which at that time allowed eighty-five 
(85) enlisted “a * a -aee lk sufficient personnel to accomplish 
many needed projects in our nex hospital, The personel also could be

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MEDICAL SERVICES 

February 16, 1942 the Station Hospitel personnel Covered the most 
serious airplane crash which had ever occured in the vicinity of this 
field, All aveileble ambulences and hospital vehicles with the neces. 
Sary emergency Personnel were dispatched to Granby, Connecticut toa 
point immediately west of the field where a reconnaissance bomber. the 
ist Mapping Squadron of this field had crashed on « hillside, Unfor- 
tunately all six (6) occupants of the plene were killed, The bodies 
which were widely scattered and badly mangled were removed by hospital 
personnel to the hospital morgue, Normal routine duties were carried 
on during Merch and April 1942 with ninety one percent of the one-hun- 
red (100) aveilable beds eccupied at the end of saat The enlisted 
strength, however, during the month of March had increased to one-hun- 
Gred forty three (143) assigned and twenty-seven (27) attached and by

BUILDING PROGRAM 


At this time (spring 1942) 2 hospitel expansion project was con- 
templated to administer medice] care for an increased number of troops 
Which were expected to be stationed on this field, The hospital now 
Was no longer the "last outpost" on the base, for the west area, behind 
the hospital wes being clesred for base expansion, This geve the hospi- 
tal a more central location, The expansion of the hospital wes to include 
another mess hell, six (6) more Wards, @ personnel administretion building, 
two (2) more enlisted mens berrecks in the hospital group of buildings which 
Could leter be used for expension wards, i A new seperate den- 
tal clinic, a second boiler house, a new medical Supply building with e sep- 
arate linen supply, a nurses recreation hall and e small sixteen (16) men 
barracks was used later for an extra day room, an orderly room and ultimte- 
ly-to house the hospital barber shop, branch post exchange and clothing 
storage for the Wards, These buildings were completed in August 1942 with 
the exception of medical and linen Supply, dental clinic, second boiler 
house, nurses recreation hall] and werd sixteen which were Completed in 
December 1942. 

INCREASE IN AUTHGRIZED STRENGTE 

During May our Allotments of Grades end Authorized Strength hed been 
increased to a strength of ‘two-hundred thirty (230) with an accompanying

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By July 1942 this expansion which wes then well under way was very much 
needed for our bed census went up to one hundred eight percent necessi- 
tating thet emergency bed arrangements be set up to take care of the 
greater number of troops which this hospital was taking care of. This 
month of July was a month of rapid growth with three-hundred seventeen 
(317) enlisted men assigned to man the hospital which at that time still 
only consisted of four (4) wards in actual igbeciomce The great excess 

in medical personnel was used to accomplish the regular mission and in 
addition to take care of many details to be carried out in our hospital 
expension program, Approximately seventy-five (75) of these men were 
recruits who were sent here directly from induction stations for their 
besic training, It was therefore necessary for this organization te set 
up & complete basic treining progrem to trein these men who would ultimte- 
ly be staffing our various departments when the expanded hospital facilities 
were ready for operation, Our officer personnel now consisted of thirty- 


three (33) officers and twelve (12) nurses, In August 1942 twenty-five 


(25) enlisted men were furnished to the 22nd Field Hospital, Camp White,

Oregon and cadres were furnished each month as requested, The expanded 
hospital facilities which were put into operetion in August 1942 were 
now utilizing all of our excess personnel which were shown for July and 
the hospital became a behive of activity with promise of even more ex- 
pansion, The patient census wes steadily increasing and the allied hos- 
pital activities such as sick call, physical exeminations etc were also 
growing very repidly.

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CHAPTER 5 
SPECIAL PROJECTS 


During the months of September and October all medicel facilities 
functioned Smoothely, Some of the buildings of the hospital were still 
undergoing refinements and some construction was still in process, on 
September 13th fifty (50) enlisteg men, recruits, arrived here fron Camp 
Blanding, Florida, These men came directly from a reception center and 
hed not received any besic training having been in the service only two 
(2) weeks, A complete training Progrem wes agein set up to give the new 
men their basic treining, This treining program functioned very effi- 
ciently and it was gratifying to observe thet our growing organization, 
while still in its infancy accomplished the mission of training raw re- 
cruits to become soldiers and did a decidedly good job at it. Several 
of these recruits leter became officers through Officer Candidate School 
and several worked themselves into key positions in this and other organ- 
izations, Upon completion of this course of basic training the procedure 
of assigning recruits to an installstion of this type wes discontinued 
and our chasses and Progrem in basic training for recruits was no longer 
needed and was Completed with the class of September 13th, During Sep- 


tember our new Tables of Organization was authorized for the Medicel

The beginning of the year 1943 further plans for the expansion of 
this hospital were put into execution, Work was progressing on a separate 
transportation building and on a new section to house the Medical Labora- 
tory and Physio-Therapy mein ides: Although during the month of Jenuery 
there was a slight drop of five percent in the number of beds occupied, the 
number of troops stationed at the field warranted a continued increase in 
the size and facilities of the Station fiiapteen” The number of enlisted 
Personnel had decreased from tro-hundred sixty two (262) at the end of 


December to two- 


February was a very busy month for the Station Hospital personnel, 
The 840th Engineers had come onto the field, This organization had been 
stationed in the South and there Was a large percentage of older men in 
it. As soon as they arrived on the field there was great increase in the 
number of patients in the hospital as quite a few of the men from the 840th 
were admitted because of respiratory infection, It was necessary for the 
Medical Detachment men to evacuate from their hospital barracks so that 
the barracks covid be used for expansion wards to house the increased num-

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PROBLEM OF LIMITED SPACE IN MEDICAL SERVICES 

More organizations were coming onto the field increasing steadily 
the number stationed on the field, The different services in the hos- 
pital were being strained to full working capacity to accomodate the 
ever increasing number of patients to be given proper hospitalization, 
The new Surgical Service was completed and was put into operation dur- 
ing this month, The illustration shows a routine scene in this depart- 
ment. Twenty-five (25) men had been transferred from the Medical De- 
tachment but a like number was transferred in so that at the end of the 
month there were still two-hundred thirty three (233) enlisted men as- 


Signed, There had been, however, a substantial decrease in the number 


of officers and nurses assigned es sixteen (16) officers and ten (10) 
ie 


nurses had been transferred out, 

There was a gradual leveling off at this time of the number of 
patients in the hospital and the figure remained fairly steady for the 
following months of March, April, May and Suk The facilities of the 
laboratory and of X-Ray as shown in the illustrations were quite cramped 
by the amount of work these respective departments were accomplishing, 
There bad been two cadres of enlisted personnel sent out, however, and 
the number of the enlisted men assigned had dropped to a total of one- 
hundred eighty six (186).

In November and December there weren't any great changes in the 
usual work in the hospital, The patients stetus continued to decline 
and by the end of December had dropped Sharply to the total of two- 
hundred thirty one (231) patients in the Station Hospital, The number 
of enlisted men &ssigned had risen slightly to 2 totel of two-hundred 
Seventy two (272), The total officers had reached fifty-nine (59) and

Basic Technical and Tactical subjects, A large number of men from 
other organizations had been processed and given medicel discharges, 
Convalescent patient tra ining was another department of the hospital 
in addition to the regular routines carried on,

EMERGENCY 

In March, 1944 two-hundred thirty nine (239) patients Sick of food 
Poisoning were admitted to the hospitel, They were members of the 93rd 
Fighter Control Squadron and were all admitted within a thirty-six (36) 
hour period, They averaged two and a half days hospitalization, The 
Situation was handled Compentantly by hospital Panaiads: 

MISCELLANEOUS 

About the middle of April an intensive pilot training program wes 
put into action. The Flight Surgeons staff of the hospital processed 
the trainees and the Flight Surgeons were on a twenty four hour schedule 
giving medical edvice to pilots, The enlisted men were on & rigid twenty 
four hour basis on the crash line and the hospital functioned to give all 
Possible aid in the intensive training Progrem, On the ist of April our 
designation was changed from Medical Detachment, AAB, Bradley Field, Conn, 
to Medical Section 29th Base Headquarters and Air Base Squadron, AAB,

Wes nemed a Debarketion Hospital and an increese in patients by returning

fhould this be sent trough?" The Channels of Communication available to

Commend channel ig descriptive of itse f, "To the Commar 2g Officer" and 
from him to the Commending Officer in each succeeding sr echelon, cul-= 
minating in the Commanding General, Army Air Forces. This is the most 
euthoritative channel as its name implies "Command Channel", Technical 
Channels are from the Ordnance Officer of the Ordnance Unit to the Or Gnance 
Officer of the next higher AAF echelon, This channel should be used for all 
Communications with reference to Technical Ordnance matters. hen coubt, 
8S to which is the Appropriate channel, use the Technical Chamel, Supply 
Channels are from the Ordnance Units to Cesignated supply Points, such as 
Depots and Arsenals. In general, the supply channels are prescribed for 
Specific purposes, and in time of war are Fhortened to provide a direct 
route. To those of you familiar with Corps Area channels, it is pointed 
out that Ordnance Sections of whe AAF are not under the service Commands, 
formerly the numbered Corps Areas, within sontinental United States, 
for either Comma: > chnical, or Supply Channels, 

In the care and maintenance of Supplies, the four echelons of 
m@intenance are designated numerically, In general, these echelons of 
m@intenance are handled in tne AAF as follows First echelon m&intenance 
is performed by using troops; Second echelon maintenance is provided by 
the organization using the items; (for exemple, the Ordnance Section of a 
combat squadron}; Third echelon maintenance, both motor and armanent, are 
provided by Service Centers of Air Bases: Fourth echelon maintenance is 
Provided by permanent installations of the Theater of perations or by the 
Services of Supply.

Articles of War. Ina special court-martial trial, a sentence was given him 
of six months at hard labor plus forfeiture of $12 a month for same period, 
This sentence is found in Special Court Order #12 dated April 6, 1942, 
Bradley Field, Conn. 

& second violation resulted in a generel court-martial and sentence 
to Pvt. Wm. Lowther of the 68lst. He was convicted of infractions of the 
Slst and 96th article of War and confined at hard labor for three months 
with a forfeiture of $19 a month. This Sentence is found in general Court- 
Martial Order #18 dated April 22, 1942, Bradley Field, Conn, 

The discussion in regards to discipline is mentioned because there was 
an absence of officer Supervision and less stringent rules prevailed in the 


DP's. The men were left largely on their own and with non=-coms in charge 
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From this last report by Lt. Crane, we ‘mow that the DP's were still in 
operation at the time of its submission. Transportation to and from DP's was 
still a problem. With two vehicles deadlined at this time, leads to an 
assumption that parts were hard to get.

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a specific job to carry out. Most of the Ordnance personnel were stationed 
in the magazine area or were assigned to trucks for the purpose of deliver- 
ing ammunition. There were seven disposal points for ammunition available 
for tactical units and units using arms on the Base, ana it was the 
ordnance duty to see that these points were supplied. 

A lot of benefit ani training resulted from these alerts but with 
the lessening of need for alerts, since an air raid on the coast was 
deemed unlikely by the Eastern Defense Command, their importance dwindled 
as a training aid. 

The 29th conducted intensive drills and hikes that winter. One of 
the favorite places to hike was the macadam road that circled the inside 
of the field, which amounted to a distance of nearly nine miles, Bradley 
being one of the largest fields in tne country, in regard to acreage. 

The cold weather did not prevent the men from going out on the range, 
and in foot deep snow most all of the 29th personnel went out and fired 
the Springfield rifle for record. Ked noses and numb hands were akin to 
all. At least the men were made hardier and impressed with the gravity of 
war under any circumstances. (Ref. #83, 1942) 

During the first quarter of 1942, one story comes to light regarding 
Pvts. Clifford and Stupp. oth men were promoted to corporal and then the 
order was cancelled the following day. It was just one of those unusual 
things that happen in the maze of names in army circles. Both men are now 
sergeants, however. Clifford is the only man to date in the outfit who 


entered the army as an enlisted man and has never once pulled K.P., which

Everyone was glad to see the winter drawing Pinte a close and with 
March and the advent of Spring there arrived at Bradley Pield a new 
detachment of recruits fresh froa basic training at Langley Field, Va. 

1. Original cadre. 

This group of men had been given thirteen weeks of basic training 
under a new lengthened training program set up in the First Air Force, 
where men had previously been very fortunate to get three or four weeks 
of basic army training. The explanation for this is obvicus, since the 
rapidly expanding Air Corps needed technicians more than drill masters 
in the first stages of the war. Later on of this same year, an intensive 
program was started to train Air Corps men in military fundamentals and 
drill, and this group of men were the first to come under that plan. 

The original cadre consisted of 22 men and were all privates, since 
they had just completed basic training. An entry of the 29th morning 
reports gives their names and the date of their arrival, 22 March 19h 3.6 

2. Activation. 

The 2063rd was activated 10 March 1943, as directed by General Order 
#17, Mitchel Field, New York. The headquarters of the company were at 
Mitchel Field, New York, and Capt. Dorgan was the original C.0. A list 
of total men assigned the Company can be had by consulting reference #90. 
The company was divided into eight different detachments » located through- 
out the First Air Force and assigned to various bases in need of men. 


Most of the men of this new Company had been at Langley Field where there

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was close to two hundred Ordnance men. This group of men at Langley Field 
had been split up into various groups ana dispersed to different bases. 
The group which came to Bradley Field consisted of 22 men, as previously 
described. Bradley Field was only concerned with the 5th Detachment of 
the 2063rd and this group, along with the personnel assigned the 29th, 
carried out the Base Orcnance mission. 

3. Purpose. 

The reason for the creation of this Getachment is clarified in a 
letter written by Lt. Marvin Oliv to the Commanding Officer of Bradley 
Field... "The mission of detachments of the 2063rd Ordnance Co. Avn. 
(Service) will be to render ordnance service at Air Bases within the 
First Air Force, supplementing the Ordnance Section of Base Headquarters 
and Air Base Squadrons. This detachment will be under the direct super— 
vision of the Base Ordnance Officer for technical training and for duty 
assignment. All recommendations for promotion or reduction in grade will

In our history so far we have mentioned the following Ordnance 
Companies: Bombardment, rursuit, Air Base, Medium Maintenance, ana with 
the activation of the 2063rd comes a new type of company known as a 
Service Company. This company was to work jointly with a Base Ordnance 
group in helping them carry out their mission.

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The plan had a dual purpose in supplying needed personnel and also 
giving the men needed experience in practical duties related to Base 
Ordnance.

We have seen in our 1942 History how the 109lst and 1092nd Ord. Co. 
Operated over strength in officers and personnel in one large group. The 
success of the new plan of splitting men up into small groups for training 
purposes will become more pertinent as our narrative grows. 

4. Personnel. 

From this same letter the authorization of enlisted personnel and job 


assignments were outlined. Authorized 61 men, and only having an original

The only real stir created by the arrival of the 2063rd was to F 
cause a change to new barracks. The ola barracks occupied during later 
1942 and early 1943 was changed and all ordnance enlisted personnel moved 
inte barracks T-105. They remained in this barracks until July and moved 
then into T-115, a barracks directly behind the Ordnance office. Barracks 
T-115 has been the army home of men assigned to ordnance up to the 
present time, June 1944. 

The 5th Let. 2063rd never quite came up to authorized enlisted strength 
and it did not have any officers assigned to it until the beginning of 
August. A table, giving the aconthly strengtn of the company, has been 
prepared from Forms 128 and Horning Hosters. The detachment came close 
to authorized strength in July when it had a total of 61 men, but it 
never did reach the final strength allowed it of 65 men. The detachment 
exceeded its allowed strength in officers during its existence by having 
one officer over the 1/0 authorized.,,

The 5th Det. of the 2063rd Ord. Co. avn. (Serv.) was recognized in

Lt. Milford Cc. Young, who had arrived at Bradley Field on tne 7th 
of Karch, was designated as plans and training officer for the Ordnance 
Wetsiecud Lt. Young was a capable drill instructor and convinced Major 
Haydon of the need for individual attention to the ordnance personnel by 
their own officers and non-coms. The ordnance conducted drill sessions 
of their own and soon were considered about the best drilled group on the 
Base. 

The need for this training wes obvious because many of the men only 
nad a few days military training in their army career and could not 
execute simple military movements. By the end of June, the 29th was, to 
use army slang, "really shaped up." 

During this time K/Sgt. John Caldwell nas acting First Sergeant for 
the 5th Det., 2063rd and 29th Ordnance and he also had the job of chief 
clerk. Sgt. Caldwell was a good army man but caused quite a bit of dis- 
sension with some of his policies. He had the men not only busy every 
night doing some detail, but became rather dictatorial. When the inspector 
General came to Bradley Field in June, quite a few complaints were entered 
against i/Sgt. Caldwell's manner of getting results, 

The Inspector General gave ear to the enlisted men's complaints and 
M/Sgt. Caldwell eased up on his methods. This is mentioned to show that 
despite tie army's strict interpretation of the word obedience and duty, 
an enlisted man will be and wus given a hearing, when he felt his rights

1. Purpose and leaders 

The reason for this battle was to give the training the men had been 
receiving a practical battle situation, Everything was to be real, 
Simulated battle Conditions, except the ammunition which, of course, 
was blank. 

The master minds of this highlight for the 27th were: Major Haydon, 


Capt. Bennett, Lt. Brindle and other 23th officers, They were the Allies. 
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The military stragetisis for the so-called Germans, or the Ordnance, were: 
Capt. Benson, Lt. Young, Lt. Gray and Lt. Garber of Base Intelligence. 
2. Filans 

The battle was to start sometime between the hours of 1800 anc 0600. 
The time and place was somewhere on Bradley Field, or wherever the enemy 
might be. Both sides knew the attack was to take place but the hour was 

secret. 

quite a bit of enthusiasm was aroused during the day over the impend- 
ing struggle. The 29th toox off about 1300 for parts unknown in the wilds 
of Bradley Field. The Ordnance sent out scouts to try and learn what 
ground the 29th had chosen for a camp. During the day Capt. Benson went 
up in an airplane for reconaissance to get an idea of where the 2th could 
be found. They were found, the scouts reported back, that is, all but 
one who was captured, and the plans were made for the attack. 

It was decided that a three prong attack would be tried, coming from 


different sectors with forces of equal strength. One group was led by 


Lt. Young and Capt. Benson, another by Lt. Gray and a third by M/Sgt. 


Caldwell. A fourth group was to start a preliminary fake attack, led by 
Lt. Garber. This group consisted of about six or seven men. The pass 
word was to be "fuze" and ths countersign "demolition". The time of the 
main attack was to be at 0300. Equipped with blank amaunition, rifles, 
properly assigned to & group, and every man knowing his job, the Ordnance 


men took a cat nap, awaiting the zero hour. 
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3. The Battle 
The group under Lt. Garber left first to hunt the enemy and start 
their preliminary attack about 0200. They were armed with firecrackers 
and various gadgets to make a lot of noise. The other groups met at a 
designated spot away from the barracks and then took off in three separate 


directions, to attack at 0300. 


The plan worked very well, The 29th was surprised and many taken 


prisoner. The battle ended at daybreak and the mud smeared veterans of 
the "Battle of Bradley" decided to call off hostilities by joint friendly 
agreement between opposing commanders. 

To this day, the "Battle of Bradley" is still being fought loquaciously 
in mess halls, day rooms, etc. Like all sham battles engaged in at night, 
there is always a question as to who won but the ordnance will always 
maintain they were victorious. 

There were no casualties in this fight outside of torn clothes and 
scratched faces and, of course, there were no campaign ribbons. The 
veterans of that battle who are still here recall the incident of Cpl. 
Nadeau's football tackle of a 29th man trying to escape, and the booming 
voice of Capt. Bennett trying to gain order in the 29th ranks. 

This could be considered as a highlight of the intensive training 
period. It was also the beginning of friendly rivalry that existed between 
the army Service Forces and Air corps personnel, and the Urdnance gaining 
respect enough to seex some individualization that is described in Ch. IV. 

After this battle, the training was not so intensive on physical lines 


but lectures on malaria, etc., took up some of the time formerly given to 
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drill in marching and handling the rifle.og

Chapter III - A Busy Summer 

A. Mission 

The ordnance mission of supply, maintenance and repair for the 
various units under Bradley Field's supervision continued expanding and 
in 1943 reached its highest peak. The automotive took over the 3rd 
echelon garage maintenance in 1942 and by the end of 1943 had to service 
some 1200 vehicles. 

Since the work of the ordnance is governed by the units it must 
supply in the Air Base Area, a glance at a representative month's station 
list at Bradley Field reveals a number of added units and mesdDaoreds 

One of the larger additions to this station list was the arrival of 
the airborne Engineers. New types of supplies had to be ordered for their 
specialized training. Along with the units listed in Pct., there were 
sub-bases at Bridgeport and Groton, Conn; Westfield, Mass.3; and Hillsgrove, 
R.I., calling for supplies. 

June, July and August were busy, as usual, ani during those months 
there were six sub-bases to supply in addition to fighter squadrons, etc "100 
Later on, in the fall and winter, many of the sub-bases were abandoned 
and these Bases turned in a tremendous amount of supplies which had to be 
checked and properly disposed of, resulting in additional work.

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Am example of a hard work week was during June, when the magazine 
area loaded six freight cars of ammunition in three days, on a rush order 
for .50 Caliber ammunition. 

B. Change in Stock Control 

An important change during this time forced the clerks in the main 
office to work nights for several weeks. TM-36-220, War UVepartment, dated 
3 kay 1943, instituted a new stock control method. The forward of this 
TK states, "This is issued for the purpose of instituting a system of stock 
control within the Army for those supply echelons below that of depot and 
similar points. The system is designed to control the stocks furnished by 
supply services of the Army Service Forces, ani will not apply to the sup- 
plies and equipment procured and issued by the army Air Forces. The objec- 
tive of stock control is to provide an adequate amount of supplies at the 
proper place and at the proper time, without overstocking in any echelon 
of supply. Specifically, it will provide a means for - 

"(1) Determining the basis of stockage at posts, camps and stations 
adequate to insure the prompt supply of troops and in reasonable relation- 
ship to needs. 

"(2) Preventing the requisitioning of supplies in excess of authorized 
allonances by any unit, organization or station supply facility. 

"(3) Insuring the prompt return of excess supplies and dead stocks to 
depots ana the disposal of unserviceable equipment and obsolete ani outmoded 
stocks. 

"(4) Securing inventories and accurate ani necessary information for the 


schedulinse of procurement, allocation of materials, and distribution of

supplies in accordance with approved stock levels. 

"(5) Providing better use of critical materials and labor and assisting 
civilian economy by improved distribution, proper allocation of supplies 
to each distributing point and the scheduling of requirements in accordance 
with needs." 

The objectives of stock control thus were to provide a uniform 
system for supply ana control of stocks for all services of supply. Con- 
ferences between various commands were necessary to exercise this program 
and an understanding of each unit's responsibilities, Undoubtedly, the 
key to the effective operation of this System was and is cooperation. It 
is a system better known as automatic supply. 

As specifically applied to the ordnance, in Section VIII, Ti 38-200, 
par. 40, 41 and 42 is outlined the organizational Hequisitioning Procedure, 
Station Requisitioning Procedure and Stock Levels. The system was universal 
with the Air Service Forces and remained in effect through 1943. 

All of the sections of the ordnance naturally came under this TM 
38-22 and quite a bit of work was necessary to get the system in operation. 

It is generally agreed that this was & very good method of preventing 
hoarding of supplies, and worked very well. 

AS to whether the system was properly installed and operated at the 
Ordnance in Bradley Field, a report by Major D. R. Burnett, an inspecting 


officer irom Mitchel Field, has been uncovered, This report was made in

Various attempts were tried from time to time to cut down on red 
tape and paper work. In May, Captain Benson called to the attention of 
the Base Commander the existing method used in submitting requisitions 
to the Base S-4 office for approval, rather than directing them to the 
station supply officer. Capt. Benson pointed out the saving in clerical 
down time and paper forms and the authority for a station supply officer 
to assume this responsibility. 

102 

This procedure continued for sometime, but by the end of 1943 the 
Base Ordnance Officer was given authority to edit requisitions, with 
changes occurring in later 1943 and 1944 in Base S-4 or Supply & Maintenance. 

Various conferences were held frequently in West Hartford between 
ordnance officers, to hasten the mission of the 3rd echelon garage which 
was handicapped for lack of parts during tne summer and had a fairly large 
deadline of vehicles. 

Attempts to better accomplish the mission will be taken up in 
Chapter V, showing each section's progress, with special attention to 
the new method of automatic supply as outlined in Ti 36-220.

they are a great morale factor. This was a great step forward for the 
men, since they would not have to sweat out long lines and would have a 
set date for a pass. Regular pass nights came once every week, whereas 
they had one only every ten days under the 29th system. 

Throughout the rest of the year the ordnance handled its own pass 


System. The iirst administrative act of Sgt. Steer was to clarify the 


Pass setup to all ordnance persomel.., , In tiis memorandum the manner of 


Pass privileges is show which was in operation throughout the last part 
of 1943, for the entire ordnance. Class "A" passes were not adopted at 
Bradley Field for enlisted personnel until June 1944, and these were with 
modifications on quota basis. The memorandum, ref. #115, further reveals 
the manner in which the ordnance personnel assigned to 2063rd and those 
assigned the 29th worked together. 

Relations between the men assigned different units were harmonious 
and goodnatured kidding was indulged in.

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D. Training of Men 
1. Carbine adoption 

We have discussed the strenuous training program that the men went 
through in the spring and early summer. Military drills and exercises 
were greatly lessened during tne late summer and fall. However, instruction 
on the use of the carbine was emphasized during the late summer and fall. 
A very capable and expert rifleman was procured by the 29th, who gave 
instructions to all members of the 29th units in proper firing and handling 
of the carbine. All personnel went on the 1000 inch carbine range in 
November and fired for record. The carbine was officially adepted by the 
Air Corps for ground troops in 1943. 

A check on the training of the men in 5th Det. 2063rd, with the 
basic training the men received, is shown in a letter written by Capt. 


Kronenberg to the Base C.0. of the thirty one men available for overseas. 


All had completed basic training and the majority of them had qualified in 


one prescribed WEAaPONsj 59 

Everyone was given a chance to be familiar with weapons and military 
procedure and were not shipped out until they had been trained. An 
exact training program for all personnel was not possible since new men 


straggled in from time to time. Every man, however, shipped out for over-

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Chapter V - Departmental or Section Progress 

A. Introduction 

Automatic supply of organizations with ordnance materiel was not 
really practiced well until 1943 when the policies of supply outlined in 
TM 38-220 were started. This policy, explained in Chapter III of stock 
level control, afforded better service to organizations desiring material. 
Examples of this immediate supply is seen in the adoption of carbines 
instead of the M 1903 rifle. Immediate needs were met by submission of 
demands to Hq. air Service Command in certain instances, to hasten filling 
of requisitions... & 1% 

With tne new system depending upon each section's proper function- 
ing to gain the efficiency desired, since their missions were separate, 
it suits our purpose to discuss them separately. This becomes more 
necessary due to the fact that each section or department made out monthly 
reports of activity, incorporated in a total activity report required 
by First air Force.

B. Main Uffice 

We have discussed in the 1941 and 1942 history the mission of the 
ordnance and the position held by the main office, as being the nerve 
center of the different sections and administrative headquarters. This 
Was the working quarters of the Base Ordnance Office, Property Officer 
anc Key personnel assigned to the various sections. All sections, except 
the armament shop, dealing directly with supply kept their records here. 

In the late spring the automotive section moved their stock records 
to the main office and this, along with the changes caused by TK 38-220, 
resulted in a great deal of night work at that time. 

1. Personnel 

In the late summer, when the office force became fairly stable, 
vnere was a total of ten enlisted men in the office and five or six 
civilian typists.

2. Accomplishing the Mission 

AS to whether the main office accomplished its mission, we have al- 
ready shown the report of a First Air Force inspector, reference #101. 

In order to facilitate the mission of supply, various trips were 
made by convoy to obtain and deliver Stock in accordance with Ti 38-220, 
Vne of these trips occurred .23 October 1943, with a dual Purpose of 
delivering excess Material and obtaining Supplies... Two depots were 
visited on this trip, Rariton « Letterkenny. A second major convoy 
recorded was to Hillsgrove, R.I., to exchange ammunition and also give 
convoy training to the men. This particular convoy was carried through 
Successfully with over twenty trucks and during a severe storm.

3. Status of Stock 

To show how stocks were kept on the move according to needs, a 
Comparison is offered of Status of stock of controlled items as of 
1 July 1943 and 31 December 1943, 130 & 131 With less units to supply 
in December than in July, the stock level was accordingly reduced,

Supplies moved well during the year and in midsummer of 1943 the 
men in charge of Supply agree that the Situation was in better control 
than at any time, with the adoption of the new system. 

4. Drawing Supplies 

The using Organization of ordnance supply had to Z° through a 
Similar procedure aS practiced in previous years. sequisitions were 
approved and edited at the Main Office and proper sources designated for 
Obtaining same. Emphasis on proper turn-in property vouchers for ex- 
cess material and certified representatives Signing for material was 
the only major Change that affected using organizations in the latter 
part of 1943. 

5. The "Slit Trench" 

Capt. Benson and Lt. Kronenberg, in the early summer, received 
authorization to build a slit trench in the lawn by the office. The 
work was done by the men from the Magazine area. This trench was 
constructed, of course, during the time alerts were rather frequent 
and was done to give training in Seeking shelter from air attacks. 

The trench was about 6s feet deep and about 18 inches wide and 
U curved. when finished, it was a beautiful job, Different outfits 
were marched to the spot to view its construction. It was one of Capt. 


5enson's prides. In the spring of 1944 the trench Was covered up and 
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flowers planted on it in the shape of a flaming bomb. Perhaps this 


will happen to other slit trenches at the cessation of hostilities. 
6. Rearrangement of the Office 

Under Capt. Poudre, a rearrangement of the office equipment was 
made. This was done to obtain better working conditions. The arrange- 
ments mace and still in effect resulted in the placing of tne desks 
in parallel order with a center aisle separation. Each key section 
was designated by a placard and a railing separated the office person= 
nel from the requisitioners. This stopped unauthorized traffic. A 
neat interior paint joo provided better lighting. This change of 
physical conditions aided greatly in improving efficiency and in- 
Girectly aided the mission. 

C. Ammunition Section 

1. Introduction 
a. Location 

The magazine area, which housed three branches of the Base Ordnance 
during most of 1942, continued throughout the year of 1943, with the 
ammunition, general supply and armament section within its enclosure. 

Bradley Field has been regarded as one of the best camouflaged 
fields in the United States and is designed to give a realistic tactical 
setup. The magazine area is located at the extreme northern edge of the 
field in a heavily wooded area. The sreais very large, consisting of 61.13 


acres, and affords plenty of room for dispersement of high explosives. 


It is regarded as being well designed in the matter of roads and zone 


areas. The main buildings housing the warehouse and armament shop are 
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located at a safe distance from the maximum hazards or demolition 


bombs. 
b. Buildings 

The buildings of the area total twelve and are known as A, B, 

C, D, E, F, G, H, J, K and L magazine or as numbered by Fost Engineer 
are T-600, T-601, T-602, 7-603, T-604, T-605, T~606, T-62I, T-622, 

7-623 and T-624. A small dynamite hut was acquired in late 1943 from 

a local C.C.C. Camp and at the present time is used for fuze storage 

and known as the "fuze hut." This last hut completes the even dozen 
building installations. There has been no change up to the present time. 

Since the ammunition section utilized the most space and buildings 
in the magazine area, we shall discuss that section first and its 
progress in 1943, followed by the general supply and ammunition section. 

2. Personnel 

Throughout the entire year S/Sgt. Chester Wiggins was the non-com 
in charge of the ammunition section. Other non-coms during the first 
part of the year were Sgt. ichinnon and Cpls. Nadeau and Marsh. Later 
on two enlisted men rated as non-coms - Cpl.

Equipment 


There was enough equipment on hand to conduct training and ac- 


comlish the work required. Four 5.S.T's. were available and trailers 
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ana two 2: ton trucks, 15 ton truck and 1/2 ton truck in the spring. 
Later on, in the year, cargo vehicles were drawn from the Base Motor 
Pool when needed, after tactical vehicles were ordered to be turned 
in. Newer types of B.S.T's. later were shipped up from Langley Field, 
Va., in 1944. 

5. Accomplishing the Mission 

In the early spring, the ammunition area was in rather poor 
condition. There were over 500,000 rounds of Grade 3 ammunition stored 
in a fuze shack. This was counted, packed and shipped out to a depot. 
Several hundred thousand rounds of ammunition was in open storage, which 
was moved into D. & Z. magazine. e have already discussed the police 
up work undertaken. 

The manner of keeping stock records was changed. Lt. Young found 
that S/Sgt. Senges nad been keeping inaccurate records and he was re- 
duced to the grade of private and Sgt. Steer took over. The ammunition 
section had kept their own records in conjunction with the main office. 
Lt. Young installed a visible index method of stock control which gave 
immediate and accurate control of lot numbers and amounts of amaunition. 
This system later resulted in the elimination of the office in the am 
munition section, which allowed the ammunition clerk, formerly required, 
to better use his time in other work. This visible record system is far 
better than the old master card system and is still in operation. 132 


The office was moved into "A" building in September and the general 


supply and ammunition sections held joint office quarters. An office

The general supply section maintained their quarters in Bldg. T-600 
or "A" Building throughout the entire year. in the fall, after Capt. 
Poudre's arrival, the general supply section took over the entire building 
except for a desk for the office of the ammunition section. 

Storage facilities in C building were used for heavy equipment and 
part of L building was utilized for clay pigeons and miscellaneous items. 

This last storage space was needed due to the rapid closing of some 
sub=-bases and a large amount of materiel being turned in by these bases 
and units shipping out. 

2. Personnel 


Throughout the entire year six or seven men operated this section.

She arrived there 
in the warehouse in October and has been there up until present writing. 

3. Equipment Added. 

In order to facilitate better pacing of materiel, a buzz saw was 
installed to hasten the cutting of lumber for making boxes. 

In the fall a counter was constructed to give the place the ap- 
pearance of a store and prevent requisitioners from wandering about 
critical and valuable equipment. 

The two most important added constructions during 1943 were: a 
Strong room for weapons and bins for storage of general items. These 
two changes increased storage space and resulted in better service. 


4. Work and Training 


Learning hundreds of nomenclatures and exacting paper work was the 


job of the men in general supply. The men were trained in supply issues 
and some were sent to government schools for this purpose. 
5. Accomplishing the Mission 

The general supply section worked very closely with the main office 
as paper work entailed a great deal of time. We have discussed the change 
in stock control in TK 38-220 and how it affected the ordnance. Excess 
items were also shipped out according to policy established in that year. 

We have already discussed the favorable report given the general 
supply section and otner departments by a First Air Force Inspector, 


reference #101. 
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Supplies were adequate throughout the year and especially during 


the summer and period thereafter, and most organizations were supplied 


100% from stock, except in special cases, Target supplies were hard 


to obtain, but this difficulty was met by obtaining them locally after 
proper authorization. 

The convoys that we have described regarding excess stock constitute 
mainly general supply items. 

E. armament Shop 

1. Building 

The armament shop occupied the northern section of A building 
for the first seven months of 1943. In late August the section took 
over the entire B building or T-601. This was an excellent move and 
gave added room for work plus relieving the general supply sections, 
increasing need of space. 

2. Fersonnel 

This department was maintained by three or four armorers throughout 
the year. Sgt. Joseph Cascio was section chief until his transfer and 
then Sgt. Richard Marsh took over. Other armorers and apprentices were 
Cpl. Cudd, Donovan, Pyts. Hinsdale, Branka and Xother. Armorers, of 
course, were shipped out from time to time, but they never did come up 
to authorized strength. 

In liovember Cpl. Lulu B. McCuistion was assigned as an apprentice 
armorer. She was the first WAC to become an armorer in the First Air 
Force. Her work was very satisfactory. Given the good-natured nick- 


name of "Slug", she has carried on in the shop until the present time. 
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3. Equipment Added 

A pacific barrel vise, a bench lathe and a grinder constituted 

most of the major equipment additions. 
4. Training and inspections 

Repair work of aircraft and small arm weapons occupied the time 
of this section. all men received practical experience in repair work 
of guns turned in. 

In addition to maintenance of weapons, regular inspections were 
conducted of guns in use by tactical units on the Base and sub-bases. 
These inspections were in conformity with First Air Force Circular 70-3 
dated 15 July 1943. The dates of these inspections can be found by 
consulting morning reports. 

Lodifications of guns were accomplished as directed by FSMNWO A32-"3 
and for a time it was believed all these guns modified would have to be 
returned to Springfield Armory, but later orders cancelled this possible 
shipment. 

In uctober, a tour was made of the Underwood Typewriter Plant to 
familiarize men with the manufacture of the carbine. 

5. Accomplishing the Mission 


During this period, there was no armament section of base Ordnance 


stationed on the hangar line, as in 1941 and most of 1942. The Air 


Corps had their own armorers and there was no need of a Base Ordnance 
airdrome section. In 1944 provisions were made for an armament shop on 


the line. 
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The armament section accomplished its mission satisfactorily, 
since its function is practically all repair. Armorers were trained 
and several left for overseas service. 

The officers in direct charge of these three sections of the 
magazine area were Lt. M. C. Young, Lt. Arthur Otchy, Capt. Poudre and 
Lt. Wehrs, in that order. 

F. Automotive Section - 3rd Echelon Garage 

l. fFrersonnel 

Throughout the year the 3rd Echelon Garage was operated by military 
and civilian personnel. This department employed more civilians than 
any Other. From the special roster submitted, ref. #127, in October, 

a representative number of garage personnel can be found. Twenty one 
military personnel, including two “AC's, and ten civilians were employed 


at this time. The increased help was necessary due to the expansion 


of 3rd echelon maintenance which maintained some 1200 vehicles, Fersonnel 


and their job assignment can be found by consulting this roster. 

Lt. Harold Gray was in charge of the garage until July and then Lt. 
kK. C. Young took over. M/Sgt. Evans was shop foreman until the late 
summer and then Mr. Russell wes put in charge, with M/Sgt. Evans in 
charge of military personnel. This mixed personnel arrangement worked 
satisfactorily. 

2. Equipment added 

Equipment added to the garage included a turn post hydraulic lift, 

a small lathe, ventilating fans for the paint shop, exhaust gas tubes, 


pressure washers and a steam jenny (ref. #83, 1943). 
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Various small tools were added for general echelon main 
and sir compresscrs and two bars added to the two 25 ton wreckers on 
hand.. ..

In addition to the recular garage building 1-131, acquired in 1942, 


two other buildings were obtained for storage of oil and heavy parts. 


These storage buildings were P-1-l1 and F-1-10 and are still in use.

Suggestions were adopted that year ana the reader should refer to his 
report while reading this part of the narrative., His recommendations 
and criticisms were divided into four divisions: personnel; (2) 
shop; (3) parts and (4) records.

The paper work arrangement found to Operate most satisfactorily 
is outlined in reference #96.

4. accomplishing the mission. 

A deadlined vehicle may mean dead soldiers and lack of vital 
transportation. Supply is extremely important in this war of superior 
material. Getting there "fastest with the most" wins wars, and trucks 
are still tne main source of army supply, despite increased air power. 

in July the number of deadlined vehicles amounted to 44 and four 
months later had dropped to zero. This is the only proof needed to show 
that the mission of the 3rd Echelon Garage was fulfilled. This new 
function given the Ordnance in 1942 was handled properly, after the 
original kinks were ironed out and improvements wala 

The 3rd Echelon Garage employed more personnel during the year 
than any other section and for this reason and since it is the newest 
addition to ordnance mission, it ueserved this detailed elaboration given.

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Chapter VI - Major Changes Occurring During Later Fart of 1943. 

A. Alteration of Mission 

l. Additional Responsibilities to Automotive 

We have seen the beginning of new functions for the automotive 
section of the Ordnance in the last chapter. In Uctober the Ordnance 
Officer, Capt. Poudre, "was charged with responsibility to advise unit 
commanders in lst and 2nd echelon maintenance; technical inspections 
of ordnance equipment, including spot checks of automotive and other 
ordnance materiel; and direct supervision of civilian automotive 
technicians.") 4, This was the prelude to taking over the Motor Pool. 

a. Taking over the Motor Fool 

The Q.M. was in charge of the post motor pool, which conducted ist 

and 2nd echelon maintenance and dispatching of vehicles in 1943, until 


an order by Brigadier General Hunter of First Air Force was issued 24 


November 1943, stating "effective immediately, the Base Ordnance Officer 


will be responsible for the operation of the consolidated motor pool 
and Motor Repair Shop." 39 Personnel were placed at the disposition 
of the Base Ordnance Officer, to be used as he deemed necessary. 

This change was accomplished and the ordnance toox over this new 
function, absorbing some of the soldier personnel formerly in the Q.K. 
moter pool and all civilian personnel. By the end of the year, the 
ordnance had forty civilians assigned to it, twenty three men and women 
being absorbed from the Kotor Pool.

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The transfer resulted in a lot of work but was accomplished with- 
out confusion.

The taking over of the Motor Fool and its functions became more 
important in 1944, since the transfer came the last few wees of the 
year 1943 and its operation was too new to entail descriptive detail 
and draw satisfactory conclusions. 

b. added Responsibilities of Ordnance Officer. 

With this transfer a letter written by Capt. Foudre describing 
the duties and responsibilities of the Base Ordnance Officer in the 
last part of 1943 reveals the new missions added ani the responsibilities 


of that position.))4 It also clarifies the relations between the ordnance 


and other organizations on the post and the added duties of the ordnance 


at Bradley Ficld, That the Ordnance Officer accomplished his duties 
satisfactorily is revealed in tne promotion of Capt. Froudre to Major 
early in 1944. 

The Motor Pool was operated in compliance with AAF Regulation 75-4, 
AR 850-15 and AAF Reg. 65-7. This transfer of the motor pool was the 
largest addition to the ordnance mwission throughout 1943. 

2, Distribution of Publications 
A second alteration of the ordnance mission was the supply of

The last week of December this 
procedure was changed and using arus and units were to obtain them 
direct from Air Service Command. This relieved the ordnance of this 
responsibility.j,; This new manner of publication distribution, 
designating a new source of supply and manner of supplying, of course, 
applied only to the First Air Porce. 

Tne Air Service Command, charged with this new mission, was lo- 
cated at Patterson Field, Ohio. 

This transfer was completed by 1 February 1944, allowing a few 
weeks' grace period to using organizations, and is operating fairly 
well at present. 

B. Disbanding of the 2063rd 

1. Reason 

The 2063rd Ord. Co. reached its high point in august, 1943. We 
have discussed the reorganization of the 2063rd, confining most of the 
remarks to the 5th Detachment located at Bradley Field. On 11 August 
1943 two new detachments of this company were created under General 


Order ##7, Mitchel Field, N.¥., making a total of ten detachments dis- 


persed at various bases throughout the First Air Force. This whole 


company at that time reached a peak of 563 enlisted men and twenty 
officers. 142 

The underlying purpose had been to give men varied training in 
sundry bases and then later on unite them for overseas service.

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The difficulties of such a setup have been obvious. The C.U, 
only functioned on Paper, since he was located at Mitchel Field, and the 
men came only in contact with Ordnance Officers at assigned bases or 
posts, and had never met their company Commander, Reports had to be 
submitted to Readgquarters at witchel Field and to the Headquarters of 
the 29th. This resulted in double paper work and clerical time. The 
Same thing could be and was accomplished by assigning the men to a Base 
Ordnance Unit, without the confusion and unnecessary Works. 55 

In the 5th vet, 2063rd, men assigned the 29th Ord. Section and men 
assigned to the 2063rd had to come under the same regulations and C.0., 
yet tue 2063rd Group Hdqs. existed at Mitchel Field, 

The original idea of the creation of this service Company from a 
theoretical angle seemed O.K., but from a practical viewpoint dig not 
work smoothly. Capable officers and men were assigned to each company 
and it was not a case of disbanding for inefficiency, 

Further reasons for disbanding could probably be furnished by higher 
echelons at Mitchel Field, 

2. Disbandonment 

The attempt to reorganize the Company was unsatisfactory and General 
Order #159 came out 29 November 1943, which disbanded the company. In 
this same order the Getachments of other detached companies were broken 
up, including the GOlst Q.M. Co. and others, which leads to the impres- 


sion that detachment setup had proved unsatisfactory throughout the PAF,

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3. Disposal of Personnel 

Since the 2063rd had no property alloted it, being only a service 
company, the only disposal necessary was that of personnel. As directed 
by General Order #159, the 5th Det. 2063rd was absorbed by the Base 
Headquarters and Headquarters Squadron which, at Bradley Field, was the 
29th. 

The names of the men and the date of the transfer is found in 
reference /lii,. This transfer was complete, including both officers and 
enlisted men. lab 

Thus, the last day of 1943 saw the ordnance section of the 29th in- 
creased by 46 enlisted men and three officers, without even changing bunks. 
The only persons it affected of the ex-5th Det. was company clerk, Cpl. 
James Connerton, who got a new job in the main office, and Capt. Kronen- 
berg, who was relieved of some administrative details. Sgt. Steer re- 
mained as acting lst Sgt. for ordnance personnel. 

C. Drawing Vehicles 

During 1941 and 1942 the Ordnance Dept. had their own motor pool. 
All vehicles were dispatched from this point to the various sections 
within the ordnance. During most of 1443, each section was assigned 
separate vehicles, with each section chief responsible for them. The 
ammunition, armament and general supply sections would each use a vehicle 
for transporting their men to and from work. These trucks were parked 


outside the barracks at night and then taken to work the next morning.

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This last method of assigning vehicles was changed in the late 
fall and all the departments in the magazine area had to turn their 
vehicles in to the Base Motor Pool every night and draw them in the 
morning. The reason for this was to prevent unauthorized use of vehicles 
and give the Kotor Pool more trucks to have available in case of need, 
since all tactical vehicles had been called in, which resulted in a 
scarcity of vital transportation. 

This method of drawing vehicles is still in effect. 

The vehicles assigned to Base Ordnance to carry on their own 
activities are listed in tabular form as of 31 December 1943. This 
vehicle list is representative of the transportation facilities available 
for the ordnance alone as separate from other units.) 5 

At present writing plans are underway to compel all units to draw 
their vehicles from the Base Motor Fool rather than vehicles being as- 
signed to each individual organization. This system makes a better 
manner of checking echelons of maintenance and puts every vehicle to 
use where needed. 


Another policy established by the automotive section was assigning 


one specific driver to a vehicle and assistant driver. This policy 


helped to improve echelon maintenance and fixed responsibility, since 
no one else was allowed tc drive the vehicle. 

This policy had to be modified somewhat with the Motor Pool con- 
solidation, but it is believed, if enforced properly, would reduce abuse 
to vehicles.

D. Replacing a Man for Overseas Duty 

A fourth major change or trend took on added impetus in the later 
part of 1943. This was the move to train WAC's or civilians in a soldier's 
job, so as to relieve a man for overseas duty. 

1. Civilian Personnel 

Civilians had entered ordnance history en masse during the transfer 
in 1942 of the 3rd Echelon Maintenance Garage from the Q.M. to ordnance. 
Prior to that only two civilians had been employed by the ordnance, Miss 
Jean O'Neil, who had been secretary to Capt. Gruitch, and later Urs. 
Butler, secretary to other ordnance officers. Both left in December 
and Miss Mary Weare and Miss Alma Hanson came into the Base Ordnance 
Office at this time. Throughout the year increases of civilian person- 
nel occurred, especially after Capt. Poudre's arrival. 

This trend to employ civilians, who of course came under Civil 
Service Commission regulations, was urged and approved in early 1943. 
A War Department Bulletin from the Chief of Ordnance, #148, Supplement 
#1, dated 8 February 1945, stated, "In order to coordinate efforts to 
secure and maintain adequate civilian personnel for the essential military 
responsibilities of the Services of Supply, Commanding Generals of 
service commands and chiefs of supply and administrative services concerned 
will examine all recuests involving the replacement of civilian and military 
personnel and direct the following appropriate actions: (a) Making contact 
with regional or state liasion officers of the Manpower Sranch, Industrial

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of civilian labor problem; (b) Submitting applications for ci 
personnel to local regional offices of the Civil Service Commission, 
indicating in detail the

3. The 2063rd Ord. Co. Avn. (Service)

4. Pamphlet Distribution. 

When the supply to using organizations of needed pamphlets was 
changed direct to Air Service Command, it did not work too well at first. 
However, with present integration or stabilizing policy of FAF, it has 
worked satisfactorily. It is not considered tne best way to supply 
units in immediate need of information and in the process of rapid move- 
ment since time is an important factor then. 

5. Motor Fool Consolidation 

This was and is a step in the right direction, giving the depart- 
ment which issues and maintains the higher echelons of repair control 
over the vehicles. The unsatisfactory part was and is that Manning Tables 
still call for Air Corps personnel grades and ratings which the Ordnance 
Officer is responsible for, but without control over the personnel.,.>

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6. Stock Control 
This method of preventing hoarding of supplies by turning in excess 
items is agreed as being a good procedure. It needs cooperation and good 
bookkeeping to work satisfactorily. 
7. Parts Supply 
During 1943 the practice of drawing automotive supplies from Whitte- 
more Ordnance Depot was started rather than drawing from the West Hartford 
4th Echelon Shop. This was a step in the right direction, but parts 
continued to be hard to get in 1943 and 1944, because they were not avail- 
able at every call, 
6. Relations with Other Urganizations & Higher Echelons. 
In 1943 relations with the 29th Base Hq. and Air Jase Sq. went 
along smoothly. Other higher echelons such as lst Service Command and 


Mitchel Field have worked with the Ordnance at Bradley Field harmoniously. 


VII - orale, Personal Achievements and Summary 
A. Morale 


1. Awakening of Special Service 


The first edition of the "Bradley Beam" » the official Bradley Field 


camp paper, came out 9 October 1943. This was the beginning of an 
awakening on the part of the Special Service Office to buil& morale and 
recreational facilities at Bradley Field, Conn. We have discussed in 
previous installments the lack of such activity during 1941 and 1942. 
On October 16, the new gym was dedicated and, quoting direct from 


that week's "Beam", "A large turnout of enlisted men, WAC's and officers 
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in a dancing mood jammed the new Base Sym to witness the dedication 

of the latest addition to the Field's recreational facilities." Copies 
of this paper are on file at the Special Service Office throughout 
this ‘stage of 1943. 

The “Bradley Beam" becaue the official mouthpiece of the Special 
Service Office ani is still printed weekly. 

A column contributed weekly in the "Beam",known as the "Ordnance 
Blockbuster", originated and written by (FC Erwin Koerber, gave news 
regarding ordnance personnel and activities throughout the remainder 
of 1943 and 1944. 

Events of interest pertaining to ordnance and activities sponsored 
by Special Service followed the first edition of the "Beam" and were 
featured in the paper. 

in November a bowlinz league was started and free alleys were avail- 
able at the Y.M.C.A. in Hartford every Wednesday night. The ordnance 
Started two teams and bowling continued to be a weekly diversion. Capt. 
Poudre was a member of the ordnance team and was and is an ardent sport 
fan and sponsor of bowling and other sports. Bowling continued until 
April 1944. 

A basketball schedule was arranged in the latter part of October 
nd twelve teams competed on the Base. The Ordnance had a team in the 
newly formed league and did very well for awhile, winning four straight 

games. They were one of the league leaders up until the last of the 


year. The team became known as the "Blockbusters" and games were 
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arransed by Capt. Poudre outside of regular league games. (Games were 
played with the Univ. of Conn. and the Springfield 1g" men. Pictures 
are available of a game between the Finance Dept. and the Ordnance when

Special Service, under the direction of the Special Service Officer, 
Capt. Fitch, maintained an interesting program throughout the remainder 
of 1943. During the week of October 30, a visit was paid the Base by 
Max and Buddy Baer, who helped to start the Boxing Tournaments which later 
followed. In November and December a talent quest was conducted and 
auditions were made by Major Bowes Amateur Hour 23 December 1943. We have 
already mentioned the ordnance contestant, Miss Shirley Cohen, 

2. Freezing of Ratings 

Toward the end of Vetober the army adopted a policy of freezing ratings 
in the Air Corps. The reason for this was due to the transfer of rated 
men back from overseas that might overload 1/0's and ratings were mostly 
going to other branches of the service. In the particular case of the 
2063rd, a number of men were transferred from the I Bomber Command to the 
2063rd and many grades were in excess, resulting in an order that “all 
requests for promotion of enlisted men Det.

He was later shipped to 
Lincoln, pares It wes a common joke to ask "Is Western here this 
morning?" Pvt. Western was believed to be mentally unstable. 

There were a few Cases of men overstaying their passes » but they 
were successfully handled by Company punishment. 

The ordnance maintained a good record and though morale had been 
rather low during the late spring it remained at a high level from July 
through the rest of the year, despite the freezing of Killens, 

4. Ordnance Recreational Activities 

Prior to his leaving, Capt. enoon made various attempts to improve 
recreational facilities for the men. In the middle of July, the men 
moved to a larger barracks and ¢ Gay room was fixed up. When Capt. Poudre 
became Urdnance Officer the day room was equipped with games, tables, 
etc. This barracks day room was an excellent move to aid morale.

Of 
the officers, Lt. M. C. Young, Lt. Senson and Lt. Kronenberg received 
promotions in 1943. 


There is no knowledge or record of medals being awarded ordnance 


personnel in 1943. 
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D. Summary and Evaluation. 

Throughout the year of 1943, Base Ordnance activities came directly 
under the 29th Base Hdqs. and Air Base Squadron's jurisdiction. The 29th 
took care of administration and rations for personnel assigned to ordnance 
section of the 29th and also of the 5th Det. 2063rd Ord. Co., which was 
attached to it. 

During the early part of i943, ace was a curtailment of activity 
due to limited personnel and a severe winter, However, the men still 
underwent strenuous winter training. The automotive section was kept 
busy with winter repair work, 

The creation of the 2063rd Ord. Co. Avn. (Service) with lidqs. at 
Mitchel Field, N.Y., was the highlicht of the spring. The 5th Det. of 
this company was stationed at Bradley Field. Originally there were 
eight detachments of this company scattered throughout the PAF, Personnel 
of the 5th Det. were made up of recruits from Langley Field, Va. and men 
formerly assigned to tne 29th. Neither the 29th or 5th Det. exceeded its 
T/O strength in enlisted personnel, but both, at times, were slightly 
over strength in officer personnel. The 2063rd had no T/BA pertaining 
to equipment, being strictly a service unit in regard to personnel. 

During the spring and early summer an intensive training program 
was conducted by the 29th for personnel attached or assigned and one hour 
a day and one afternoon a week for two or three months was devoted to 
military drill and instruction. This training program was climaxed by a 
Sham battle known as the "Battle of Bradley" with ordnance playing a 


Prominent part. This battle caused a great deal of excitement and interest, 
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During the summer there was quite a bit of activity due to numerous 
units being on the Base, along with the supplying of sub—bases and the 
Change over to stock control, as outlined in TM 38-220. This new system 
started the practical application of automatic supply and prevented 
hoarding of supplies needed elsewhere. 

In the late summer there was a shifting of officer personnel, Capt. 
Benson was sent to Mitchel Pield, N.Y. and Capt. Foudre became Base Ordnance 
Officer. Lts. Otchy, Gray and Robert Young were transferred and Lt. Wehrs 
and Lt. Lamar took their places. After this change, the officer personnel 
remained stationary the rest of the year. 

In late July, the 2003rd Ord. Co. went through reorganization with 
added deatchments, a new T/O and the appointment of a detachment commander. 
Lt. Kronenberg and Lt. ki. C. Young served as C.0's for the 5th Detachment. 
hiorning reports were made out separately and a company clerk was appointed. 
The 5th Det. administration remained under the jurisdiction of the 29th and, 
of course, the hdgs. at Mitchel Field. The company was enlarged to make 
ten detachments throughout the F.A.F. at this time. Along with this re- 
organization, attempts were made to individualize the ordnance by giving 
them a separate pass system, recreational facilities and training. The 
ordnance, as Army Service Forces, being considered a separate part of the 
Air Corps. These moves improved efficiency and morale. 

During 1943, considerable progress was made in each respective section 
of the ordnance. This has been outlined in Ch. V. Most of the changes 


occurred during the last half of the year. The automotive became the 


largest section of the ordnance, both in personnel and mission. 
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In the last part of the year several major changes and events 
occurred. This incluced alterations of the mission, disbanding the 
2063rd, attempts to replace men by civilians and WAC's, and breakup of 
government schools, The dterations of the mission were: the taking over 
of the Motor Pool, formerly haniled by the Q.M., and the new method of 
obtaining and supplying pamphlets from the Air Service Command instead 
of through the ordnance office. In December the entire 2063rd Ordnance 
Company was disbanded ana units absorbed by Base Hdgs. & Air base Squad- 
rons. At Bradley Field, the 5th Det. was abolished and assigned to the 
29th Ord. section. This move was done to promote efficiency and eliminate 
extra administration. During 1943, the first wWAC's came to Bradley Field 
and along with civilian labor attempts were made to put them in jobs so 
as to relieve a man for overseas duty. By the end of 1943, there were 
40 civilians and several jAU's employed in ordnance installations, in 
coniormity with this policy, - 

Special Service awakened to the need for additional recreation. A 
Camp paper was started and a gym was completed in the early fall. Various 
athletic leagues were started that improved morale and promoted better 
relations with different units on the Field, indirectly aiding each one's 
separate mission. Ths came very timely with freezing of ratings and 
abandonment of schools in the latter part of 1943. Capt. Poudre and the 


ordnance officers were instrumental in organizing ordnance basketball and 


bowling teams, Resulting in morale of high order in the ordnance, expecial- 


ly towards the last part of 1943. Only one court martial was recorded in 


1943. 


if i /\ 
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Two of the main problems in 1943 were the administration of the 
2063rd and obtaining automotive parts. The 2063rd was disbanded the 
last day of the year and the automotive parts problem was somewhat 
alleviated by direct drawing from the Whittemore Depot. 

AS to the accomplishment of the mission, we have the report of 
inspectors, ref. #101, that stocks were being handled as directed by 
TM 36-220. The automotive section reduced its vehicle deadline to zero 
by the end of 1943 and the ammunition area filled orders 100% from stock 
on hand. Bach separate section of the crdnance seemed to accomplish 
its mission satisfactorily in 1943 in regard to either supply, maintemnce 
or repair. 

The last mission of the ordnance, that of training personnel, was 4 
also fulfilled, but somewhat differently than in 1942 when large groups 
of men ieft for overseas together. With the army reaching its peak of 
mobilization, replacements of men to units already activated was the trend. 


This stabilization wes also a possible reason for disbanding the 2063rd. 


Men left for overseas in small groups and singly after being transferred 


to casual squadrons and various fighter groups. Some casual squadrons 
were made up at Bradley Field and ordnance, along with other branches of 
the service, supplied men destined to be replacements. 

Thus, closes this third yearly history of ordnance activities, be- 
ginning with 1541, at Bradley Field. although 1943 proved to be less 
eventful than 1942 when the 712th left and 68lst was broken up, it wit- 
nessed new trends and better administrative procedures that have become 


increasingly important with time. 
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With Bradley Field reaching maturity, the Ordnance Department 
aimed for the objective of having its installations so well set up 
that it would be possible for civilians and WAC's or military per- 


sonnel not qualified for overseas to take over, if necessary.

Describe the intensive This started around the first of April. An 

training program in the Inspector General, looking over some of the 

spring of 1943. records of the basic training men received, 
ordered a training program started. Three 
classes a week were devoted to classroom 
instruction, chemical warfare, etc. The 29th 
arranged this program but the Ordnance, at 
our request, trained the personnel separately, 
except on Thursday afternoons. Basic training 
consisted of drills in marching and manual of 
arms.

Describe the battle of This was a sham battle between the 29th and 

Bradley. the Base Ordnance personnel. It came as a 
climax to the above training period described. 
The battle occurred about the 2nd Saturday 
of July. During the day Captain Benson went 
up in an airplane for reconnaisance in order 
to find the 29th's bivouec area. Scouts were 
sent out by the Ordnance and they reported 
back, except one who was captured, the position 
of the 29th. We planned to attack from three 
separate directions, with Capt. Benson and 
myself leading one group, Lt. Gray and M/Sgt. 
Caldwell leading the other two. Lt. Garber 
of Base Intelligence led a group of six or 
seven men in a preliminary attack that was to 
start at 2:00. The main attack wes started at 
three o'clock. The battle ended at dawn, by 
mutual agreement of the opposing commanders.

Answer: 

My first intention was to improve conditions 
for the men. There were few recreational 
facilities or athletic teams. There were a 
lot of openings for promotions, which had 
caused a lowering of morale and existing 
vacancies were shortly filled. There was a 
lot of uncalled for night work going on, which 
was unnecessary, and this was halted, except 
in cases of emergency. I also made efforts to 
obtain more personnel, especially needed in the 
garage, because they were maintaining over 1200 
veliicles with limited personnel. 


answer; 

1. I believe that the armament Shop and ware- 
house should be located at a central part 
of the Base and as close to the Automotive 
Section as possible so that better service 
coulda be given to using organizations. At 
the present time I believe the warehouse 
and armament shop are too far removed. 
Other reasons for these departments to be 
taken from the magazine area are: it would 
reduce the number of unnecessary passes to 
the magazine area and would also be in more 
strict compliance with safety regulations. 
If the Third Echelon Garage were able to 
draw their parts from the General Supply, 
it would also increase working space in the 
garage. 


Yes, in regard to automotive parts. The 
efficiency of the Third Echelon Garage is 
greatly reduced by not having the authority 
for local purchase. Many parts should be 
secured locally which are not immediately 
available through Ordnance channels. This 
would, of course, reduce the number of dead- 
lined vehicles. This has been explained 

in letters to the First Air Force.

Having just a service company separated 
from the Base Ordnance with its own com 
mand would be all right. . However, the 
2063rd with its numerous detachments had 
a C.O. in name only. The C.0. of the 29th 
had to take care of the administration, 
which, of course, amounted to double paper 
work and the same thing could be and was 
accomplished by assigning all the men to 
one unit. 


When the system was first initiated there 
was a long lapse of time before printed 
matter was obtainable. On several oc- 
casions we receiyed boxes of publications 
that were not required and were not ap- 
plicable, which were consequently returned. 
At the present time this system is operat- 
ing fairly well. I believe that for rapid 
training of tactical units it is better to 
have a source of local supply because 
there is too much time lost in obtaining 
required information. With the Base 
settling dow to its present integration 
program it is running satisfactorily, how- 
ever. 


Theoretically, it was a move in the right 
direction inasmuch as the department which 
issues and maintains the higher echelon of 
repair, received control of vahicles 
throughout its army use, The unsatisfac- 
tory part is that manning tables still 
call for Air Corps personnel grades. 


On an over-all picture of the Army it is 
felt that Stock Control is a wonderful 
thing since it does away with hoarding of 
stocks that could be made available to 
needing organizations. It also permits 
the return of items that are of no further 
use immediately at the post. Local 
conditions make certain rules necessarily 
more flexible. This applies to the Stock 
Control men who set up limitations. They 
have been very cooperative in the fact that 
they have accepted reasonable recommenda- 
tions of Base Personnel. In regard to 
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excess stock disposal, trips were made to 
Letterkenny, Raritan, Hillsgrove and other 
points for the purpose of delivery of ex- 
cess material and also to obtain supplies. 


The Visible Index System is a positive 
aided the medium of supply? and an immediate method of ascertaining 
Stock Levels. Through its use we have 
been able to utilize man power to the 
fullest and keep better and more complete 
records.

accomplishing the aim of re- employ civilians as far as possible and 

lieving a man for duty? if not available to use WAC Personnel,and 
enlisted male personnel not fit for over- 
seas duty. It is felt by me, personally, 
that WAC's are somewhat more reliable than 
Civilians due to the fact that they come 
under the same regulations as male military 
personnel. WAC's are also better control- 
led since they come under Army Kegulations 
while civilians are governed by Civil 
Service Regulations which gives them a 
leaway as to working hours, etc. I be- 
lieve that as a whole the job of relieving 
&# man for duty is being accomplished by 
WAC's and civilians, especially in the 
Gase of the WAC's.

cordial but the service has been only fair, 
not because of personnel, but due to the 
fact that they did not have the equipment 
and many requests have been extracted to 
other depots. Relations with Mitchel Field 
have been always satisfactory.

Letter, this headquarters, 8 March 1943, subject and file as above, 
is rescinded and the following substituted therefor: 


1. In accordance with instructions contained in Changes No. 6, FM 
101-5, 25 January 1943, the following policy for the division of respons- 
ibility for automotive maintenance fuctions is announced, effective upon 
receipt, for all activities of the First Air Force. 


a. Staff supervision will be exercised by the appropriate A-i, 
or S-4 through an assistant specifically selected for this purpose. Such 
assistant to be chosen for his special qualifications in the various phases 
of motor transport activities (the branch assignment of such assistants is 
immaterial). One or more civilian automotive advisers will be assigned as 
assistants. For the present the assignment of such civilian automotive 
advisers is contemplated as follows: Three (3) for the Headquarters First 
Air Force; three (3) for the Headquarters I Fighter Command; and tro (2) 
for Headquarters I Bomber Command; and one (1) for each main base. Funds 
for the hire of such civilian automotive advisers will be furnished through 
Army Air Force channels. 


b. Responsibilities of the A-4, 3-4 Sections will include: 


(1) Planning and supervision of autanotive repair, supply 
and reclamation in coordination with the Ordnance Officer. 


(2) Preparation of plans for driver and mechanic (2nd Eche- 
lon) training, and supervision of the logistical opera- 
tions of service units in coordination with 4-3. 


(3) Supervision of all units in the pare yeen, care and pre- 


ventive maintenance (lst and 2nd echelons) of autanotive 


equipment and inspections. 


Direct supervision of assigned civilian automotive ad- 
visers.

(2) Supervision of ordnance activities in regard to mainten- 
ance for 3rd echelon shops; advise unit commanders in lst 
and 2nd echelon maintenance. 


(2) Technical inspection of ordnance equipment, including 
spot checks of automotive and other ordnance materiel. 


(3) Direct supervision of civilian automotive technicians. 


d. Civilian automotive experts serving on the staffs of Ordnance 
Sections will be referred to as Civilian Automotive Technicians in order to 
avoid confusion with the Civilian Automotive Advisers serving on the staffs 
of Ami, and S-4. Funds for the hire of such civilian automotive technicians 
will likewise be procured through Army Air Forces channels. 


2. Transfers or reassignment between civilian automotive advisers 
and civilian automotive technicians may be made only upon approval of this 
headquarters. 


3. Driver training, as well as preventive (lst and 2nd echelons) 
maintenance is a res ibility of the unit commander for all vehicles 
being used by the organization. Such training and maintenance will be 
performed in accordance with instructions issued by this or higher head- 
quarters.
